SPAIN FEARS 



Defeat of Melilla Force by 
Moors May Be Followed by 
Worse Reverses 



LARGE ARMY NEEDED 

TO MEET TRIBESMEN 



Barcelona Revolutionists Mow- 
ed Down by Artillery 
and Cavalry 



■ 



Madrid, July 29. — Spain tonight Is 
rent by two fears, the fate of the army 
in Morocco and the situation in the 
Mediterranean provinces of Catalonia. 
At the outskirts of Melilla the Span- 
ish arms have suffered a serious check. 
Three thousand soldiers have either 
been slain or wounded, and Uve Moor- 
ish hordes are lighting at the very 
walls of the city itself. 

News from Barcelona, the centre of 
tho revolutionary outbreak, is exceed- 
ingly meagre and unsatisfactory. 
From Liston comes tho report that 
the revolutionists are using bombs 
and that 100 persons were killed and 
200 wounded during the earlier stages 
of the conilict. 

Premier Maura's announcement 
that the situation in Barcelona showed 
a little improvement and word from 
Melilla that the Moors were retreating 
from Mount Curuga, only slightly ap- 
peased the general disquiet. The Moor- 
ish forces, however, have been 
strengthened by the arrival of 5,000 
additional tribesmen, and the ofllciai 
judgment that 70,000 Spanish troops 
aro needed to overcome the tribesmen 
would Indicate that the Melilla army 
of Spain is in sore straits. 

A Moorish army la marching on 
Alloucemas, and a warship has been 
hurriedly despatched from Melilla to 
aid the garrison there. 

Insurrectionary outbreaks are re- 
ported from many points in Spain. At 
Granollols, two convents have been 
burned, while at Cassadelas the civil 
guard was 'disarmed and imprisoned 
in the barracks. The revolutionists 
are uetlve at Lalians and Figueras, 
where tho railways have been dyna- 
mited. Financial institutions are 
sending their funds across the fron- 
tier. 

The report thnt a provisional gov- 
ernment had been established at Bar- 
celona and the civil government had 
been deposed, has not been confirmed, 
but it is persistently rumored that 
Premier Maura will resign and that a 
administration will be set up in Mad- 
rid. 

It was officially announced that the 
cavalry enguged at -Barcelona suc- 
ceeded today in driving Into St. Mar- 
tin square the principal bands of re- 
volutionists against whom the artil- 
lery opened tire, causing great losses. 
The survivors surrendered. 

Looks Like Disaster. 
Paris, July 20.— French army of- 
ficers familiar with the topography of 
the Riff country consider that the of- 
ficial report of the Spanish defeat by 
tho Moors at Melilla spells a com- 
plete disaster, and they would not be 
surprised if the next news told of the 
fall of the city. They point out that 
the tribesmen evidently changed their 
tactics, which they twice tried unsuc- 
cessfully, of descending from Mount 
Gurugua and cutting In half the 
Spanish front, which was four miles 
long, extending from the land forts at 
Melilla to the extreme left at Mount 
Atalayou, a promontory on the shore 
of the Marchlca Lagoon. Tho Span- 
ish left probably was cut off from 
communication with the main body 
while the latter went on lighting the 
battle with desperation under the 
Avails of the city. 

Heavy Losses. 
Madrid, July 20.— That a greut battle 
had been fought between the Spanish 
troops and the Moors Is now officially 
admitted in Madrid tor the first time. 
The extent of tile engagement was at 
first minimised in Spain, in an effort 
to pacify tlie public, and despatches 
concerning the battle wen. rigorously 
censored. Early reports gave the 
losses as a few hundreds. The official 
admission today that the killed and 
wounded reached 3,000, gives the battle 
the importance of real warfare, the 
casualties being far greater than in 
any engagement during the Spanish- 
American war, and exceeding some of 
the most stubborn fights of the Kusso- 
Japanese war. 

Soldiers Refuse Duty. 
Cerebero, July 20. — Grave events are 
anticipated at Figueras, a town 21 
miles from Gerona. Comparative calm 
had been restored when orders were 
Issued to the recruits to report for duty 
The entire population is preparing to 
resist. The Port Bouline express left 
Figueras this morning, but stopped at 
Llanseau, where the track had been 
blown up with dynamite. At Junquera 
a small town 2(i miles northeast of Ger- 
ona, j^-graph poles have been chopped 
down. All places where the public 
funds have been deposited are guard- 
ed by the military. Business is at a 
complete standstill. The merchants 
are panic stricken, and are plucing 
their funds in foreign banks for safe- 
keeping. Many Instances of soldiers 
refusing to fire on the mobs are re- 
ported. A squadron of Infantry 
threatened to shoot a policeman who 
was about to lire his revolver Into a 
crowd. 

Reports from the interior state that 
the situation is constantly growing 
more alarming. A mob, including many 
soldiers, is reported to have made a 
manifestation before the royal palace 
at Madrid, crying "Down with the war." 
Now Attack by Moors. 

Alhucemas, Morocco, Wednesday, 
July 28. — An army of 6,000 Moors is 
now attaacklng this place, Alhucemas 
is a small island fortress and prison 
settlement belonging to Spain. It Is

They re- 
port that the terrorists;? - are using 
dynamite bombs freely, causing great 
destruction of property and loss of 
life, thousands of armed men behind 
heavy barricades resisting the attacks 
of tho troops In pitched battles. Dur- 
ing the first few days of the lighting 
more than 100 persons -wore killed 
and several hundred wounded. 

Paris, July 29, — A despatch to tho 
Journal from Madrid says that the 
revolution at Barcelona, it Is alleged 
was arranged by Former Deputy 
Leroux, chief of the Republicans at 
Barcelona, who returned recently to 
Spain from Buenos Ayres. 

Latest Reports 

London, July 20. — A special des- 
patch from Madrid says there is a 
persistent report in Carllst quarters 
that Don Jaime, the pretender, is 
about to issue an address to the pow- 
ers and a manifesto, the Spanish peo- 
ple maintaining his claim to tho 
Spanish throne. 

London, July 30. — A special des- 
Flgaro from Madrid, timed 11.55 last 
night, says: "At Barcelona the re- 
volutionists were driven in a mass 
into the St. Martin quarter, and sur- 
rendered after being encircled by ai- 
tillery and cavalry. 

Madrid, July 29. — In tho vicinity of 
Barcelona, according to official re- 
ports, the revolutionary movement 
has been checked, but only after an 
enormous loss of life.

AVinnipcg, July 29. — From the eastern 
boundaries of Manitoba, clear across 
tho three sunset provinces to tho foot- 
hills of the Rockies, a good thousand 
miles, and in a belt approximately 300 
miles wide, on an average, for that 
distance, the wheat fields aro rapidly 
turning from an olive green to an un- 
dulating' ocean of russet and gold. Pre- 
parations have started for the garner- 
ing of somewhere in the neighborhood 
of one hundred million bushels of 
wheat, not to mention other grain. 

"The bread basket of the Empire," is 
the term aptly applied to Western 
Canada, and while the reaping of the 
crop is now a momentous proposition 
In tho west, the matter of conveying 
tho contents of this basket to the mar- 
ket Is of equally great significance. All 
of the railways of tho west are con- 
centrating their attention just now on 
the handling of grain shipments offered 
along their lines, and it can be safely 
said that in point of adequate facilities 
the grain this year will be handled 
with greater despatch and In a more 
satisfactory manner than ever before. 

From statements secured from each 
of the three great railroads In the west, 
as to the preparation they have made 
in this regard, It is ascertained that 
approximately 35,000 box cars will be 
available for the movement of this 
crop, with approximately 750 locomo- 
tives.

CAUSES DEATHS 



Hot Spell and Electric Storm 
Kill Several People 
in Chicago 



Chicago, July 29.— Two days' torrid 
weather in this city was broken short- 
ly after noon today by an electric 
storm which brought temporary re- 
lief, Several deaths resulted cither 
from the storm or the heat. A tem- 
perature of 92 degrees has been reach- 
ed today. The wind reached a veloc- 
ity of 42 miles an hour during the 
storm and caused great damago to 
property. Carl Hanson, a farmer, was 
struck by lightning and Instantly 
killed while escaping from the rain. 
Thomas Madeney. a butcher, fell dead 
on the sidewalk in front of his shop. 
James Turner was struck by light- 
ning while on tho seat of a lumber 
wagon. He was hurled to the road 
dead. Joseph Behmcn was prostrated 
by the heat while fishing from the 
Kenllworth pier. He rolled from the 
pier into the lake and was drowned. 
Mrs. Hattle Honderson and Mrs. Dor- 
othy Hartung were struck by an elec- 
tric light wire that had been blown 
down by the wind, and wore burned 
seriously. 

C. Ware, a widely known real es- 
tate man was found dead in his of- 
fice tonight. Ills death was a direct 
result of the Intense heat of the last 
two days. 

New York, July 29. — Another of 
those hot sticky spells struck New 
York today and although the average 
temperature was only 72, at least two 
deaths were caused by prostration. 



BOGUS CHEQUE MAN 



Toronto Detective Arrives in Vancou- 
ver to Take Anderson Back 
to Ontario Capital. 

Vancouver, July 29. — Detec- 
tive Murray, of tho Toronto po- 
morrow will start back to Toronto 
with young Jack Anderson, who is ac- 
cused of passing numerous bogus 
checks in various cities of Canada, the 
United States and France. Each 
cheque bore the "accepted" stamp of 
the Bank of Montreal branch, In which 
up to March 9 Anderson was ledger 
keeper. 

Detective Murray says the total 
amounts secured by Anderson will 
not go over $0,000, and the Toronto 
police and bank officials are puzzled 
to understand why tho young man 
confined himself to passing small 
cheques Instead of large ones. 

Since his arrest he has made no 
endeavor to communicate with any- 
one, and he has not evinced any des- 
ire to secure oounsel. 



Alleged Smuggler Arrosted 

New York, July 29. — Ciro Cirosen- 
tlo, aged 18 years, was searched at 
police headquarters tonight, and de- 
tectives found about his person a large 
quantity of valuable carved and rough 
corals. Ti» police say he is one of a 
gang of smugglers who have been 
costing the government $200,000 year- 
ly by evading customs duty.

Nova Scotia Crops 

Halifax-. July 29.— The Nova Scotia 
government crop report, just out, 
compiled from returns 3ent In by 128 
correspondents shows a good outlook, 
and indicates a prosperous year for 
rarmers. In the fruit sections condi- 
tions at the time of bloom were al- 
most Ideal, and for the most part tho 
set of fruit was abundant. During 
the dry weather, however, much fruit 
dropped, but recent rains have brought 
about almost Ideal conditions for 
fruit growth. Tho hay crop will be 
from 90 to 92 per cent, of that of last 
year. Oats and other grains will be 
9S per cent, of an average, potatoes 
108 per cent., turnips and other vege- 
tables 106 per cent.

Consolidated Company to Take 
Over Seven or Eight 
Large Mills 



Montreal, July 29. — Announcement is 
made tonight that plans have been 
completed for the consolidation in one 
company of all the cement companies 
in Canada. The new company will in- 
clude all the principal cement manu- 
facturing companies In Canada, and 
the consolidated company, which will 
be known as the Canadian Consolidat- 
ed Cement Company, will have a capit- 
alization of $25,000,000. Application 
has been made to Ottawa for a char- 
ter for the company, and the under- 
writing arrangements are pretty near 
completed, some of the strongest men 
in the country being among the un- 
derwriters. The organization and un- 
derwriting arrangements are In charge 
of Randolphe Forget, M.P. 

It has not yet been decided whether 
a publio issue will be made, or whether 
it will be retuined by the underwriters 
and their friends, but these ore details 
which will be decided upon later. The 
consolidated company will take over 
the principal cement plants In the Do- 
minion, representing about two-thirds 
of the total output of the existing mills 
In all some seven or eight mills will be 
included In the merger, Including the 
plant of the International Portland 
Cement Company, which has been such 
a greut success, and the founder and 
managing director of which, J. S. Ir- 
vine, has been a moving spirit In bring- 
ing about the merger.

Close Questioning by District Attor- 
ney Jerome Fails to Shake 
Nerve of Prisoner. 



White Plains, N. Y., July 29.— Wil- 
liam Travers Jerome, district attorney 
of New York, finished his inquisition 
of Harry Thaw in the Supreme court 
this afternoon. All told, yesterday 
and today, Thaw faced Mr. Jerome's 
lightning thrusts for ten hours, yet he 
held ids own at all times, and tomor- 
row he will be in the hands of his' 
friends. His attorney, Charles Mor- 
schauser, expects to call him in the 
morning. This examination may be 
as lomg as Mr. Jerome wants It, and 
the district attorney may have a few 
more questions. 

Notwithstanding the mental strain 
he was under yesterday Thaw labor- 
ed late with his_ attorney in Justice' 
Mills' anteroom, going over the multi- 
tude of questions In the record. 

On the whole Thaw and his attor- 
ney are well satisfied with the day's, 
work. Thaw showed even more con- 
fidence than yesterday. In fact ' hie 
satisfaction at one time almost cost 
him dearly when he ventured into a 
heated passage at times with the dis- 
trict attorney. But he checked him- 
self when he realized that he had 
nothing to gain and everything to lose 
by a show of temper. 

Yesterday Mr. Jerome devoted him- 
self to the prisoner's life history. To- 
day he based his inquisition chiefly on 
various letters and memoranda, which 
he- produced in surprising numbers. 
Tlie one he found- most useful was a 
table containing twenty-six sheets of 
foolscap paper, on which were pasted 
a strange variety of newspaper clip- 
pings and scraps of manuscripts. 
Thaw Identified it a3 something he 
had prepared, and sent to Mr. Delmus, 
his chief counsel during the first trial, 
for the use in preparing his closing 
speech to the jury. Some of its con- 
tents were stramge enough to cause 
suspicions of tbu author's sanity, but 
these bits Thaw invariably explained 
by saying that they wore letters writ- 
ten to him and his family by persons 
with kind intentions and probably 
mentally unbalanced. "It was rub- 
bish," he added, "but some of the let- 
ters contained ideas I thought Mr. 
Delmai might use." 

Thaw was the central figure at the 
hearing today, there were two other 
witnesses, Susan Merrill, the former 
New York lodglnghou3e keeper, and 
Clifford W. Hartridge, Thaw's former 
attorney. 

Mrs. Merrill was carried- further into 
details regarding Thaw's alleged abuse 
of young women at her house. She 
admitted having had dealings with 
Stanford White. Hartridge testified 
to the truth of parts of her story. He 
said that the monoy owed to tho 
woman, which she said wa3 used to 
prevent the girls Thaw whipped from 
making* trouble, did not come from 
Thaw himself. He said that he had 
received $103,000 from Mrs. Wm. 
Thaw, but had used a large part of it 
for "various purposes" connected with" 
his employment by the family. 

Evelyn Thaw was an Interested 
auditor in court today, but her hus- 
band on the stand practically ignored 
her. She naturally looked at him, but 
he refused to look at her. Indications 
are that the hearing will last a week 
longer.

Tariff Makers Are Forcibly 
Told to Reduce Some 
of Their Rates

IS ONE 



ARTICLE, AFFECTED 



Bill Is at Last Completed and 
Ready for Submission 
to Houses 



Washington, July 20. — The Payne- 
Aldrlch tariff bill tonight stands com- 
plete. An agreement on all disputed 
points was reached tills afternoon, and 
at 1:55 this evening the conference 
report was signed by the Republican 
members of the committee. It will go 
to the house tomorrow and be voted 
on by that body on Saturday. The 
senate will begin consideration of the. 
measure as agreed to by the confer- 
ers on Monday. 

Halted by the mandate of President 
Taft, the tariff conferees were com- 
pelled to turn back and revise their 
rates on lumber and gloves. In a 
communication to Senator Aldrlch 
and Representative Payne, the Presi- 
dent demanded that high rates on 
lumber as fixed by the senate should 
not be made a part of the conference, 
report. After struggling over these 
questions throughout the entire day, 
the conferees surrendered to the presi- 
dent's views and signed the report. 

The report will go to the house to- 
morrow at noon and will be ordered 
to be printed. The house may be call- 
ed to meet at 1 o'clock on Saturday, 
for it is the intention of tho leaders 
that the measure be pushed through 
in one legislative day. Probably a 
week will be required to dispose of 
the conference report in the senate. 
President Stands Firm. 

When the conferees fixed ltunber 
and glove rates yesterday by shading 
very slightly the higher rates. on each 
they were so certain that the presi- 
dent would consent to the arrange- 
ment that notices were sent to the 
Democratic members of tho confer- 
ence committee -to be present at 10 
o'clock today to approve or disapprove 
of the conference report. 

The president had other ideas' of 
what the rates should be, and he ox- 
pressed them very forcibly in a letter. 
He said that lumber should "not be 
more than $1.25 per thousand feet for 
rough, with the differentials fixed by 
the senate on finished lumber. He 
declared also that the senate rates on 
gloves, which are the same as the 
Dingley rates, and much lower than 
the house, will have to be adopted in 
order to obtain his endorsement. 

Not content with issuing an injunc- 
tion against higher rates on these ar- 
ticles, the president specified that hides 
must go on the free list, with tho 
house rates on boots and shoes and 
other manufactures of leather. Hos- 
iery, too, ho decreed, should he re- 
duced below the house rates, which 
were advanced over the Dingley rates. 

It was not until after the Democratic 
members assembled that the ' White 
House communication was received at 
the conference chamber. Hurriedlv . 
opening the envelope, Senator Aldricii 
read the president's missive, and 
called Ills Republican associates to an 
adjoining room. The contents of tho 
letter were discussed at some length, 
and it was decided that the minority 
should be informed that the confer- 
ence report had not been advanced to 
a stage where it could bo submitted 
to them for their judgment. Senator 
Daniels and Representative Griggs of 
Georgia, exhibited some annoyance at 
having, been called into session pre- 
maturely, but Senator Bailey had 
scented trouble for the minority and 
advised his associates to go in peace. 
Democrats Hostile. 

After the Democrats had reached tho 
corridor outside of tho conference 
chamber they had a little conferenco 
of their own. The Republicans wore 
criticized, but Senator Baiiev again 
came to their defense by calling at- 
tention to the fact that if the Demo- 
crats were in power and were charged 
with the responsibility of making a 
tariff bill, they would not want anv 
Republicans to help. The minority 
was further mollified by Representa- 
tive Champ Clark of Missouri being 
called back to the chamber. Ho was 
given a copy of the bill as the con- 
ference Intend to report it, except for 
the schedules discussed by tho presi- 
dent in his letter. The Democrats 
then went into session. 

The minority members worn in the 
conference chamber less than an 
hour. At the outset Repres- 
entative Griggs, speaking., for his 
associates, said that they were not dis- 
posed to delay proceedings. Ho sug- 
gested that if the Republicans would 
consent to put cotton bagging on the 
free list they would show the utmost 
celerity in bringing the conference re- 
port to a vote. Many of the conferees 
were disposed to grant this request, but 
Representative McCall of Massachu- 
setts protested vigorously on thu 
ground that it would Injure the manu- 
facturers in his state, who turn out 
cotton bagging. So emphatic were his 
objections that it was seen that an 
agreement would be delayed if such 
action were attempted. 

The Republican members continued 
in session after tho Democrats had re- 
tired. Then came on the busiest scene 
ever witnessed about the corridors of 
the senate office during the three weoks 
tho bill has been in conference. 
Scurrying to and from the chamber 
were senators and members of the 
house, vleing with representatives of 
special interests to got a word with tho 
conferees. Date in tho day Represen- 
tatives Fordney and Calderhead went 
to the White House, and from there to 
the office of Speaker Cannon, and then 
back to the conferenco chamber. Later 
they conferred with a number of north-

The city lias made formal applica- 
tion to the railway commission for a 
ruling in connection to its right to uso 
the B. & N. bridge for foot and 
vehicular tralllc. The application has 
be en forwarded to the commission by 
the city solicitors, and while it is 
hoped that a temporary arrangement 
may be arrived at whereby the bridge 
may be used by the public pending 
the decision from the commissioners 
the city will go ahead and endeavor 
to establish its right to use the bridge 
for tratlic. 

At last night's special meeting of 
the city council the city solicitors ad- 
vised the council of the appeal to the 
railway commission the application, 
it was stated, also including a re- 
quest that the board shall give an 
opinion as to the mode of user of the 
swing in Che Interests of shipping. 
The solicitors also advise that in view 
of no reply coming from the company 
to the city's request for a temporary 
right of user, [lending the hearing of 
the case, to apply to the railway com- 
mission for an Interim order allowing 
the use of the bridge as heretofore. 

The city solicitors, in their letter of 
advice, state that the suggestion of 
the company that the city constructs 
a stairway from Johnson street onto 
the bridge, appears quite Inadequate 
for public needs, but that rather than 
have the bridge closed until the hear- 
ing of the application the suggestion 
is advanced that it might be wise to 
favorably consider this expedient and 
incur the slight expense necessary to 
(give effect thereto. 

It was expected that the railway 
commission would be on the coast 
within the next few weeks, but the 
city solicitors advise that a communi- 
cation from the chief commissioner 
states that the board has no Intention 
of coming to the coast so that unless 
the temporary order is made it will 
be some time before the bridge ques- 
tion can be solved. 

The city's application to the railway 
commission, backed up by "affidavits 
of the mayor and city engineer, has 
been forwarded to the commission. It 
has been pointed out to the board 
that no danger has been shown to ex- 
ist heretofore in the use of the side- 
walk on the bridge, and it Is reason- 
able, the city urges, that such use be 
continued until ,lhc final determin- 
ation of the public rights.

Speaker Cahnon On Scene. 

After their activities without the 
conference room. Speukcr Cannon was 
seen hurrying down the main corridor. 
The door of the conference room was 
thrown open, anol he was permitted to 
enter without delay. Speaker Cannon 
bus been one of the chief supporters 
of the higher rate on gloves. He suld 
he believed these rates were necessary 
to stimulate the manufacture of wo- 
men's gloves. Former Representative 
Liittauer, of New York, is the largest 
manufacturer of gloves in tile United 
States, and a warm friend of the 
speaker. He has urged for a number 
of years that the rates on women's and 
children's gloves be raised In order to 
encourage manufacture in the United 
States. The house rates, so the lead- 
ers say, were adopted because they be- 
lieved in his argument. When the 
speaker concluded his visit to the con- 
ference chamber he hurried down the 
corridor without stopping. One of the 
waiting newspaper correspondents ask- 
ed him If the conferees had finished, 
"1 am not a member of the committee. 
How do I know?" responded the speak- 
er. Ills reply, however, was garnished 
with certain emphatic expressions 
which gave it considerable weight. The 
speaker wore the air of a man who 
had capitulated before a superior force. 

There was 110 opportunity to com- 
promise on gloves. The President said 
tlie rates must not be advanced beyond 
the figures named by the senate bill, 
which are the same as the existing 
duties except for the fact that 
Schmasen gloves were reduced by the 
senate from $1.75 a dozen to $1.25. Al- 
though the house conferees insisted 
during the greater part of the day that 
these rates would endanger the passage 
of the conference report through the 
house, they nevertheless were adopted. 
Lumber Question. 
I On lumber some concessions were 
I made in spite of the fact that the Pre- 
| sldeilt's instructions were complied 
i with to the letter. Hough lumber was 
made dutiable at $1.25 per thousand 
] feel; finished on one side, $1.75; linlah- 
I ed on two sides, or one side planed or 
tongued or grooved. $2.15; finished on 
three sides, $2.52 >£; and finished on 
four sides, $2.00. To conciliate Sena- 
tors Piles and Jones, the conferees ad- 
opted tlie senate rate of 50 cents a 
thousand on shingles, instead of the 
house rate of 30 cents. 

In order to obtain the support of 
Senator Hayburn, the industries of 
whose state had been assailed through 
the abolition of tlie duty on hides, a 
reduction in the duty on lumber und 
the reduction in the deferential of pig I 
lead in bars, tlie latter schedule was 
reconsidered. The senate fixed the rate | 
on pig lead at 2% cents per pound, but 
this was reduced in the conference to 
2 cents. In view of the dissatisfaction 
of the Idaho senators, tills subject Wus 
reopened today, and a rate of 2% cents 
per pound on pig lead in bars was re- 
stored. 

In view, of the action of the conferees 
in putting hides on the free list, a con- 
cession was also made to the cattle in- 
dustry today by taking tallow off the 
free list, where It had been placed by 
the conferees, and restoring it to the 
dutiable list. Tallow had been put on 
the free list by the house, but the ac- 
tion of the conferees today make It 
dutiable at '/■; cent per pound. 

The rates on hosiery were fixed by 
increases of about 20 per cent, in 
grades valued at $1, $1.50, and $2 a 
dozen pairs. This is an Increase over 
existing rates, but a material decrease 
from the advances mude by the house. 
On all other values of hosiery the 
Dingley rates, which had been reenact- 
ed by the senate, wero retained. This 
action, the conferees believe, was in 
conformity with the spirit of the Pre- 
sident's request.

Washington, July 20.— General Wor- 
thington, who died in Montreal today, 
had been collector of the port of 
Charleston, S. C„ head of a vigilance 
committee in California, minister to 
Uruguay, Judgu of the United States 
court, and major-general of militia. He 
was a warm personal friend of Gen- 
eral Grant. Burn in Maryland moro 
than eighty years ago, General Worth- 
ington made ills fortune as one of the 
"forty-niners" in California's gold 
mines. Or late years he lived In Wash- 
ington, often being at the capitol dur- 
ing the sessions of congress. 

Woman Superintendent. 

Chicago, July 29. — The superlntcnd- 
ency of Chicago's great school system 
lias been given Into the hands of a 
woman for the first time In Its history. 
Mrs. Ella Klagg Young, principal of 
the Chicago Normal School, and an 
educator of national reputation, was 
chosen tonight by the newly organized 
board of education us the head of the 
public schools. Mrs. Young's selection 
followed a struggle for the otlice which 
has been going on for several months. 
Mrs. Young Is 64 years old, and wus 
born In Buffalo, N. Y. She has been 
teaching since 1864. She was district 
superintendent of schools for Chicago 
from 1KS7 to 1SS0, and professor of edu- 
cation at the University of Chicago 
from 1S99 to 1905. 



POLITICS AND 
WIRELESS SYSTEM 

Work Will Now Be Commenced 
on Stations in Comox- 
Atlin 



With the object of arranging for the 
establishment of new wireless stations 
at Prince Rupert, dkldegate and Tri- 
angle Island, and ordering Improve- 
ments to the existing onos at Victoria 
and fachona; C. p. Edwards, Dominion 
superintendent of wireless. Is at pres- 
ent in British Columbia. He arrived In 
Victoria on Wednesday evening and left 
again yesterday on bis way to Prince 
Kup6rt, where lie will loin the Hon. W. 
Teinploman while that' minister is car- 
rying on ills campaign of hearing pe- 
titions in the constituency of Comox- 
Atlln. 

Tlie new wireless stations at the three 
points mentioned above were projected 
over a year ago, and construction was 
to have commenced last spring. For 
some reason they were delayed, and it 
Is a curious circumstance that they are 
now about to be commenced contempo- 
rary with the visit of Mr. Templemun to 
Comox-Atlln. 

The improvements to the stations at 
Gonzales Hill and Pachena will mean 
their Increase In power from one kilo- 
watt to three. This will mean that 
either station will be able to pick up 
ocean liners from six to eight hundred 
miles out at sea. These Improvements 
were also projected several months ago 
but for some reason have not been car- 
ried out up to the present. 

Mr. Edwards before taking up the ap- 
pointment of Dominion wireless super- 
intendent, a position which lie took over 
from Cecil Uoutre, was chief operator 
on the Marconi transatlantic service. 
Upon bis return from Prince Rupert he 
will/make an inspection of the B. C. 
wireless stations already established. 




BLER IOT R EADY 

Would Sail Against Wrights at Seattle 
Exposition on Terms That 
Are Offered, 



Paris, July 20.— Louis Bleriot, the 
-French aviator who successfully Hew 
across the English Channel in his mono- 
plane last Sunday, appeared greatly 
pleased when Informed this afternoon 
that the officials of the A laska-Yukon- 
Paciflc Exposition would offer a purse 
of $25,000 for irT aeroplane race be- 
tween him and tho Wright brothers. 
He said: "This Is the first intimation 
that 1 have had of any such offer, but 
you can say that if either of the 
Wright's challenges me under the Se- 
attle conditions 1 shall immediately ac- 
cept." 

New York, July 29. — Louis Bleriot has 
cabled his American representative that 
he will enter a monoplane In the (lights 
to be held here next fall for a $10,000 
cash prize during the Hudson-Fulton 
celebration. lie did not think his en- 
gagements' would permit him to come in 
person, but he promised to send an ex- 
perienced operator. 

How to Train a Dog. 

One of the most interesting amuse- 
ment is teaching a dog tricks, but to 
be successful, two things arc abso- 
lutely necessary — namely, kindness 
and perseverance. No dog will ever do 
a trick in a happy manner if It has 
been taught by cruelty. 

But before trying him with tricks 
you must first teach him to be cleanly 
and to obey you. Every dog should 
learn to come to heel, to lie down, to 
stop barking, to go home, to leave the 
room, and to go to bed when lie Is 
told. When he has learned to obey, 
you can teach him almost anything; 
and he will love you all the more if he 
feels that you are muster and not he. 

Tlie best method to follow in teach- 
ing tricks is to exaggerate and develop 
some natural movement of the animal. 
For example, if you offer him some lit- 
tle tlt-blt. such as a piece of biscuit, 
and hold It just out of his reach, he 
will, more than likely, sit up or stand 
up to get It. If, when lie sits up, you 
always say "Beg!" or "Up!" when he 
stands, he will soon come to under- 
stand that doing what he Is wanted to 
do will be followed by some tusty re- 
ward. After he knows how to stand 
he can also be taught to "waltz." by 
moving the biscuit in a circle just 
above his nose. He, of course, goes 
round after it. 

Saying to him, "Die for your coun- 
try!" you push him gently over on 
his side each time he tries to rise, und 
repeat this firmly but kindly till he 
understands. 

Training a dog to seek for hidden 
articles in a room may be taught in. 
a similar fashion. Show him a bit 
of biscuit, lay it always, for start. 
In the same place, and do not let the 
animal touch it till you give him leave 
to do so. 

When he has mastered this, go a 
step farther and put him out of the 
room, shutting the door. After a mo- 
ment or two, open the door and tell 
him to "seek It!" or "Find It!" and 
he will probably run to the place 
where he expects to find his titbit.- 
Later if the biscuit or cake is placed 
at some distance from Its original po- 
sition, he will naturally begin to hunt 
for It, and should be encouraged to do 
so till he Is able to Und It anywhere 
In the room. 

Again, sit facing the dog, place a bit 
of biscuit or sugar on your head, and 
at the word of command "Take it!" 
he may be made to spring on your 
knee, then up to your shoulder and 1 
over your head, removing the dainty 
at tlie same time. 

Fetching slippers and other articles 
may be taught in the same way. If. 
you throw something from you he will 
run after It, pick It up and play with' 
it. Follow him and take It from him 
and throw it ngaln, arid repeat this) 
till he understands that, if lie brings' 
it to you, you will give him tlie fun 
Of running after it. When he has 
learned this, put the thing at one end 
of the room, take him to tlie other end 
and then tell him to fetch It. When 
he does so, give him a reward, and 
repeat the lesson till he thoroughly mi-> 
derstands it. After that you will eas- 
ily be able to teach him to fetch any- 
thing from almost anywhere. Keep 
on touching him new tricks, for the 
more he learns the more -Interesting- 
he will become. But do not mix him 
up with too many tricks at once. Let 
him master one at a time. 1 



GOVERNOR MAY STOP 

O'B RIEN-F LYNN BOUT 

Denver, Colo., July 29. — Governor 
Shufroth, of Colorado, declares that the 
law against prize fighting will be en- 
forced during his term, and that there 
will be no fight tonight between Phila- 
delphia Jack O'Brien, and Flynn, In the 
auditorium in this city. 

The Denver Christian Citizenship 
United, Is demanding that the law be 
enforced, and is depending upon the 
Governor to act. The chief executive, 
however, declares his faith in the dis- 
trict attorney and sheriff, and Is look- 
ing to them to prevent the fight. While 
considerably concerned over the an- 
nouncement of the Governor, the pro- 
motors of the bout say they do not ex- 
pect any interference by officers of the 
law. 



Francis Bailey in New York. 

New York, July 29. — Homeless and 
penniless, Francis Bailey, the ambit- 
ious adventurer who sailed to Hon- 
duras about a year ago wKh the 
steamship Goldsboro, leaving a string 
of creditors behind, arrived in New 
York tonight In charge of detectives. 
He was . locked up. He was brought 
from British Columbia, where he was 
arrested in June after his sensational 
escape from a steamship that was 
taking him from Honduras. Several 
Indictments have been returned 
against him here. 



Y. M. C. A. Conference. 

Barmen, Elberfeldt, Germany, July 29. 
— At the world's conference of Young 
Men's Christian Associations todav, re- 
port from u7l parts or the world Were 
read. That of the United States evoked 
the greatest enthusiasm. It showed that 
there are 1,929 organizations, 415,000 
members, and $50,000,000 of Y. M. C. A. 
property in the country. The figures for 
the entire world are 7,8211 organizations. 
821,000 members and $60,000,000 in 
property. A Chinaman delivered the 
most notable address of the day. He 
said- "China is awakening and is send- 
ing Its nest men to see tlie "jest Ideas 
in every country." 



The Men of the Birkenhead 

It was not so very many years ago 
that tlie steamer Birkenhead was 011 
her way to South Africa. On board 
of her were the. crew and a number of 
soldiers, besides the wives and chil- 
dren of several of the soldiers; for 
they were not going out to a war, but 
to form part of the garrison of the 
country. 

As the great ship steamed along the 
coast of Africa, no one dreaming of 
danger — it was night, and all but the 
sailors who had to work the ship 
were sleeping — her side crashed 
against a sunken rock. Everyone hur- 
ried on deck, for all knew from the 
shook that some great disaster had 
happened. But there was no panic. 
The officers gave their orders, and the 
men obeyed them as steadily as If 
they had been on the parade-ground. 
The soldiers were set to help the sail- 
ors, working at tlie pumps to keep the 
ship from sinking, and getting the 
horses overboard to lighten her. That 
must have been a sore task for men 
who loved the poor horses, but they 
could not be saved. And still tlie wa- 
ter came In, and everyone knew the 
Birkenhead must go down. 

Then they set about launching the 
boats. The sett had not been danger- 
ous for the big ship when she was 
whole, but It was too rough for small 
boats. One big boat and two small 
ones were filled with women and chil- 
dren and pushed off safely; another 
was smashed by a falling spar; and 
two were swamped before anyone 
could be got Into them. Then the 
ship herself broke in two, and one 
half began to sink. 

The soldiers were already drawn up 
In ranks. The captain called to them 
to swim for the boats; but the colonel 
saw that If they did that the boats 
would be over-filled and swamped. 
The men stood firm, awaiting their 
officer's order. He told them that If 
they swam for the boats, these would 
be capsized, and the women and chil- 
dren drowned. 

So they stood in their lines, waiting 
for the ship to go down, as steady as 
if they wore In the. drill-yard. Then 
the hungry waves washed over the 
docks, and the brave soldiers were 
plunged into the sea. All they could 
hope for was to keep afloat . till the 
boats reached the shore and could re- 
turn to pick them up. A very few 
managed to swim ashore by them-' 
selves. A few held, on to the wreck, 
and these were picked up next . morn- 
ing by a passing vessel which had al- 
so rescued the people In the boats 
who had heen unable- to ranch tlie 
shore. But the greater number per- 
ished, heroes no less than if they had 
fallen on the Held of battle.

While Aid. Turner's suggestion that 
the Sunday closing bylaw, tho meas- 
ure which has been before the public, 
so prominently of late will not bo 
given the six months' hoist which the 
representative of Ward 5 believes it 
should receive, nevertheless It will be 
tabled for the lime being. What be- 
comes of the measure ultimately is a 
question which • the future must 
answer but in the meantime the coun- 
cil will have none of it. Tho topic 
came before the attention of the civic 
fathers last night when the bylaw to 
amend the existing bylaw was In- 
troduced. The amendment provides 
for the issuing of licenses subject to 
any law operative, in the Dominion. 
This refers to the Lord's Day Act, 
though that law is not specifically 
mentioned. When the amending by- 
law was Introduced last evening Aid. 
McKeown urged that it should lie 
passed, stating that if the council 
cannot pass a measure which will hold 
water the sooner the council went out 
of business the better. 

Alderman Turner suggested that It 
would be better to' give the measure 
a six-months' hoist but Aid. Raymond, 
who, as chairman of the health and 
morals committee, has been father of 
the Sunday closing regulations, point- 
ed out that to give it a six months' 
hoist would be beyond the power of 
the present council. 

Alderman Turner was quite willing 
to stand corrected so long as the 
measure was allowed to stand over 
and finally on a vote it was decided to 
let the. measure drop for the time be- 
ing at least. Mayor Hall, Aid. Ray- 
mond, Jlable and .McKeown voted to 
pass the bylaw, while Aid. Stewart, 
Humber, Ro.ss and Turner, the "reac- 
tionary element," as Aid.

Madrid Garrison Unreliable 

London, July 2'J. — Special advices 
from Biarritz near the Spanish fron- 
tier, state that the situation at Bar- 
celona is rendered desperate by the 
absence of a sufficient military force 
cajiable of putting down the revolu- 
tionists. This condition results from 
the dispatch of all available troops to 
fttelilla, The garrisons throughout 
Catalonia have thus been reduced to 
0,000 men, while the revolutionists at 
Barcelona and adjacent towns far ex- 
ceed that number. Tho government 
forces are also scattered by the need 
Of quelling outbreaks at many de- 
tached points. 

The isolation of the province, ow- 
ing to the destruction of rnllways, 
gave the. revolutionary element and 
strikers forty-eight hours to make un- 
interrupted preparations to cut off the 
arrival of reinforcements. They are 
thus masters' of the. situation. The 
line from Madrid to Barcelona is a ! 
scene of desolation. Trenches many 
feet wide, have been cut across tho 
railway embankments in the country 
districts. Tne small bridges spanning 
the streets in several towns have been 
pulled down.

Despite the objections of residents in 
the vicinity of the site whereon It Is 
proponed to locate a sash and door fac- 
tory, against the erection of which 
vigorous protest has been made, the 
city council, at. a special meeting held 
last- evening, decided that it would. not 
rescind the Instructions given the 
building Inspector. Instead, the Wood 
Workers, Limited, will' bo allowed to 
go ahead with the erection of the fac- 
tory on lot 19, block 5, Douglas street, 
north of Market street. 

Following the action o£ Mayor Hall 
In ordering the building inspector to 
hold up the permit pending the appear- 
ance of a deputation of owners before 
the council, a petition against the erec- 
tion of the proposed factory was pre- 
sented to the council at last night's 
meeting. The petition was backed up 
by a deputation of eight owners. The 
protest set forth that the neighborhood 
in which the proposed factory was to 
be erected Is a purely residential one, 
and the owners have gone to consider- 
able expense in constructing boule- 
vards and other improvements. To 
allow the erection of the factory would 
mean a reduction in surrounding val- 
ues, and an Increase In the insurance 
rates. 

Purely Residential. 

W. T. Hardaker, one of the owners 
interested, stated that all the residents 
in that section of the city have been 
doing their best to build up the locality 
and improve It. Some of the best re- 
sidences in tho city are now located 
thero, and he claimed the council might 
just as well grant permission for the 
building of a factory on Linden avenue 
or Rockland avenue. Mr. Hardaker 
took a Ming at the editors who advocat- 
ed that the factory should be allowed 
to be erected on Douglas street. 

is'oah Shakespeare also pointed to the 
fact that the city is spending a large 
amount of money in beautifying tho 
city, and yet in the face of that it was 
now proposed to grant a permit for the 
erection of the factory. It was an un- 
called for proposition, and If the fac- 
tory. were erected it would mean a seri- 
ous depreciation in neighboring values. 
He failed to see why the owners in 
that locality should be put to extra ex- 
pense by increased insurance rates, 
which would Inevitably result were the 
factory erected. 

John Sherct declared that were tho 
factory erected he would have to move 
out and secure another location. He 
believed the council had been led 
astray by the reporters or some one 
who can use a pencil. Building In- 
spector N'orthcott bad refused the per- 
mit and Mr. Sheret believed that that 
Official should be the guide and phil- 
osopher of the city. 

Messrs Deavllle and A. Johns also 
urged the council to refuse the per- 
mit on the ground that to allow the 
erection of the factory would serious- 
ly affect values to at least 50 per cent. 

Alderman Stewart who had been 
reading the petition, called attention 
to the fact that some of the signers 
lived a long way from the site of the 
proposed factory but Mr. Shakes- 
peare declared that It would affect his 
property and he lived three blocks 
away. 

Alderman Humber suggested that 
Messrs Billings and Burdiek, who 
propose ,to erect the factory, should 
be heard but Mayor Hall demurred 
stating that he did not think the coun- 
cil wished any controversy and Mr. 
Shakespeare opined that there was 
nothing further to be said on the 
question. 

Permit Issued. 

After tho deputation had with- 
drawn tho council went on with Its 
regular business and the topic was 
not discussed until towards the end 
of the meotlng when, on motion of 
Aid. Turner, It was decided that tho 
permit should be issued, Mr. Billings 
stating that If the city Insisted upon 
It the company would place Its pro- 
posed building back from the street 
line though thero would be no neces- 
sity for so doing as It was not the in- 
tention to load wagons from the front. 
Aid. Turner urged that as the district 
along tho railway line of tho V. & 
S. is not a residential but a business,

FIERCE WARF ARE 

WAGED IN SPAIN 

Paris, July 20. — The Internal situ- 
ation in Spain now completely over- 
shadows the war In Africa in the eyes 
of Europe. Although official despat- 
ches received here from Madrid pre- 
dict an early restoration of order in 
the province of Catalonia, grave fears 
are entertained that expectations will 
be disappointed. 

Tho decision of Premier Maura's 
cabinet "yesterday to place the. country 
under martial law and employ the 
army to repress tho revolt In Cata- 
lonia, as an alternative of convoking 
parliament, may provoke tin extension 
of the insurrection which will endan- 
ger tho dynasty. 

Preparations now being made in 
Madrid to quell the disturbances in- 
clude tho despatch to Catalonia of 
the entire Third and Fourth army 
corps and the Madrid cavalry brigado 
under command of Prince Charles of 
Bourbon, who wss about to leave for 
Melllla. Prince Ferdinand of Bavaria, 
Is one of the squadron commanders of 
the brigade. 

Tho scalo upon which the military 
Intervention is planned proves that 
the government entertains no illusion 
about half way measures and Is ready 
to take the responsibility of putting 
down the (revolt ruthlessly as a warn- 
ing for the future. Both official and 
frontier reports leave little doubt that 
the workmen's organizations and re- 
volutionaries and nnarchlsts have 
made common cause In old Catalonia, 
and that thus far they have had tho 
best of. the altuatlon. The withdrawal

Entire Army Mobilized 

Madrid, July 29. — In view of the 
grave situation in Barcelona which is 
steadily growing more serious, the 
naval Infantry has been ordered to 
that city. Senor Laclorva, the Min- 
ister of "the Interior, now termed the 
Spanish Trehoff, today announced that 
any newspaper printing reports dis- 
agreeing with official information 
would he prosecuted and the editions 
suppressed. Since the declaration o£ 
martial law throughout Spain yester- 
day, the censorship over news has 
been more severe. 

The complete mobilization of the 
Spanish army has been ordered. All 
officers on leave have been recalled. 
Tho reserves of all classes have been 
summoned to the colors. The railroad 
lines in the North of Spain are strict- 
ly guarded, and no one is allowed to 
enter Spain without tho permission of 
tho military authorities. The garri. 
sons at Burgos, Logrefo, Vitorla and 
other towns are under arms. The 
censor forbids telegraphic communi- 
cation with Bilbao. 

The Royal family is hastily return- 
ing to Madrid from San Sebastian. It 
is reported that Premier Maura has 
tcndeied his resignation, but that 
King Alfonso has declined to accept It. 

A statement ,\vas issued this morn- 
ing by, the minister of finance designed

to stop the fall of Spanish securities. 
It says that the treasury balance is 
$18,000,000, of which $13,000,000 is in 
gold. Extraordinary taxes are con- 
templated. 

Officially Admitted 

Madrid, July 29. — The extent of the 
disaster at Melllla is plainly apparent 
from General Marina's despatch as 
given out at the War Office today. Ho 
says: "On July 27, the Moors cut the 
railroad, severing communication with 
our outposts. Our batteries shelled the 
Moors, but the advance posts were en- 
dangered and had 1 to be abandoned. 
The situation at Melllla Is grave, de- 
spite the desperate bravery of the 
troops, who axe now fighting under 
the walls of the city. Our losses In 
tho regiment were general Plntos, a 
colonel, two lieutenant colonels, five 
captains, many officers, and sub-llcu- 
tenants, and about one thousand men. 
Tho wounded numbered at least 1,500 
including many officers. The hippo- 
drome is full of wounded soldiers. Two 
generals were mortally wounded." 
Battling at Barcelona 

Cerebara, France, Spanish Frontier, 
July 29.— Spnnish couriers arriving 
here today report that artillery is bat- 
tering the barricades behind which tho 
insurgents are. desperately fighting in 
Barcelona. Heavy fighting is now in 
progress on the Ranibla, In San Anacs 
quarter and the Calle del Eplno. The 
gutters are running with blood. Tho 
number of dead and wounded cannot 
bo estimated, but it is believed to be 
heavy. Five convents and several 
private residences have w been burned 
at Lliir)za t . . ... 



A special despatch from Gibraltar 
says all Spanish batteries stationed in 
that vicinity have received hurried or- 
ders to -embark at once for Melllla. Tins 
embarkation of the troops is now pro- 
ceeding and It Is now believed that 
large number will leave in the course 
of tho day. More than 100 wounded 
Spaniards were landed this morning, 
and taken to the hospitals. 

Revolution at Barcelona 
Biarritz, Spanish Frontier, July 29. — ' 
Tho desperate condition of affairs at 
Barcelona is shown in reports received 
here from the disturbed city. These 
show that the revolutionary element 
holds tho upper hand. The Government 
troops finding themselves insufficient 
to retake the' revolutionary stronghold, 
have been forced to' abandon several 
quarters, leaving the, revolutionists in 
'control. The streets of ,the city are 
barricaded with huge piles of stones 
and earth. Furniture and plants are 
heaped in these barricades to tho 
heights of the first storey. 

The arrival of reinforcements, so 
urgently needed by the Government 
forces, is retarded by the destruction of 
the railroads and the other avenues of 
communication leading to tho city. The 
revolutionists arc heavily armed with 
muskets, knives and revolvers. They 
have effective organization and spe- 
cial equipment which promptly looks 
after the dead and wounded. 

With the arrival of a regiment of re- 
inforcements which the Government 
succeeded In getting through yester- 
day, the Inhabitants were warned to 
keep within for the succeeding four- 
teen ujmra. .

While the proceedings of tho confer- 
once on naval defence are being con- 
ducted In camera, the London Times 
Intimates that three principles have 
been accepted, which it thus defines: 

1. That each Dominion must de- 
velop naval resources of its own. 

2. TraininK material for this naval 
force must be as far as possible, the 
same. 

3. All individual efforts must be co- 
ordinated to common end. 

At thi- British Club banquet Mr. 
Haldane proposed the toast of "Tho 
Imperial Defence Conference," ami in 
the course of his remarks Bald the 
Empire is "one and indivisible" on the 
question of defence, and he placed the 
navy in the ilrst place. Sir Frederick 
Borden, who is one of the Canadian 
representatives at the conference, re- 
plied. He said the several dominions 
recognized their imperial responsibil- 
ity, and that the people of Canada 
were prepared to pay their share of 
tho cost. He looked upon thorough 
preparations for local defence as the 
best preparation for imperial defence. 
Referring to the military policy of 
Canada, he said that It ought to be 
so carried out that if it were desired 
to send a force to any part of Europe 
it could be done. He asked why the 
same thing cannot be done in the case 
of the navy. Sir Frederick's remarks 
"seem to warrant the opinion that the 
policy of the Canadian government is 
the establishment of an effective navy 
under Canadian control prlmarly, but 
affiliated with the Royal navy, and In 
ease of war under the same general 
command. A system of imperial de- 
fence based upon such a principle 
would, if honestly carried out, prove 
very effective. It would provide for at 
lea.st four auxiliary navies ready to 
act In cooperation with that of the 
United Kingdom. As tho self-govern- 
ing dominions increase in wealth and 
population there would be built up 
under such a plan a remarkable com- 
bination of lleets, which would be a 
potent factor In preserving the peace 
of the world. Under it British naval 
supremacy would remain unchal- 
lenged., for no European power could 
hope to create anything correspond- 
ing to the Overseas fleets, and the 
United Kingdom can always be 
trusted to hold her own in European 
waters. 

The Imperial Defence Conference 
seems likely to be an epoch-making 
gathering. Wo quote with hearty ap- 
proval Sir Frederick Borden's state- 
ment that "Canada would be prepared 
to spend ils last dollar to assist In 
maintaining the integrity of the Em- 
pire." 



SPAIN. 

"At this time Spain was unable to 
Interfere because she was marching 
headlong to utter ruin." .So wrote a his- 
torian speaking of the invasion of 
Austria by tho Turks in the latter part 
of the Seventeenth Century. Historic- 
ally, wo suppose the march was then 
in progress but the stage of utter ruin 
has not yet been reached. The first 
blow at the prestige of Spain was 
.struck by Francis Drake, when he 
sacked the town of Nombre do Dies, 
which was in J5?2. The nation has 
therefore been a long time dying, The 
record is a pitiful one. The question 
Of today is not if Spain will contlnuo 
to exist as a nation, but under what 
conditions will it exist. Its present 
regime dates from its war with the 
-Moors in Europe. Will it lie ended by 
war with the .Moors in Africa? 

The present disturbances are more 
acute at Barcelona than elsewhere. 
This city |s on tlie shores of the Med- 
iterranean near the northwestern cor- 
ner of tho kingdom. It is a city of 
about 300.000 people, a manufacturing 
centre of considerable Importance anil 
the headquarters of a large coasting 
trade. Four lines of railway centre 
there, rt is a very ancient city, having 
been founded, probably, by a colony 
from Carthage, even before Rome was 
built In a direct line it Is about 350 
miles from Madrid, but considerably 
further by the railway linos. Being 
accessible from the sea, the govern- 
ment can easily throw a force of men 
Into the city provided the army and 
navy remain loyal. 

A dispatch which needs confirmation, 
says that rioting has begun In Madrid 
and that King Alfonso Was hissed by 
the mob, when he appeared at n win- 
dow of the palace. A despatch ot the 
same date said that the royal family 
were returning to Madrid from San 
Sebastian which is a long way from 
the capital. Wc may look for a good 
many exaggerated reports of vnrlous 
accounts. The most serious feature of 
yesterday's news was the disastrous 
defeat of the Spaniards by the Moor? 
at Melllla. This city is on the Afri- 
can coast. It has belonged to Sp&lri for 



some time and has been used as a 
penal settlement and a depot of mili- 
tary stores. The population is less 
than 3000; but a strong garrison has 
been maintained there. The cause of 
the outbreak of hostilities with the 
Moors Is not very well understood. It 
is said to have arisen out of a dispute 
over mining lands; but its real cause 
is centuries old. 

Political conditions in Spain have 
been greatly unsettled for a long time. 
About thirty years ago a strong repub- 
lican movement was rampant, but It 
collapsed for want of a leader. There 
was one man In Spain at that time 
who could have abolished the mon- 
archy, Signor Castellar; but ho refus- 
ed to take tho lead in such a revolu- 
tion, for he said the people were not 
fit lor republican institutions. Barce- 
lona has always been a troublesome 
part of the Spanish monarch y. 

AS OTHERS SEE US. 

The World's Work says that British 
Columbia is essentially American— by 
wliicli it means United States-^excopt 
Victoria, which city is very English, 
even more so than many cities in Eng- 
land Itself. This observation Is that 
of a superclal observer. British Col- 
umbia Is essentially Canadian. Vic- 
toria is not more English than some 
other towns in Canada. Tho reason 
for thinking British Columbia "Ameri- 
can" is that the methods of •■booming" 
real estate in Vancouver are similar 
to those adopted In Seattle. Wc; join 
issue upon the point that tho methods 
of Vancouver real estate men are' in 
any wise different from the methods of 
other real estate men in Canada. But 
we let that pass. Vancouver can look 
after itself without our assistance. No 
reason Is giving for thinking that Vic- 
toria Is more English than many places 
in England, possibly because the writer 
of the article did not know any. Tho 
readiness with which people who have 
never been in England recognize the 
likeness between Victoria and English 
cities Is remarkable. The cause of 
this is In part to bo found In some of 
our tourist literature, wherein the city 
is described as "a little bit of England." 
It is not a good idea to get abroad. The 
expression was used to catch the eye 
of the casual tourist, whose means did 
not permit him to sea the real Eng- 
land, and who consequently came here 
to see something "just as good," as 
tho vendors of patent medicines arc al- 
leged to say on all occasions. Doubt- 
less there are parts of Victoria where, 
because of the luxuriance of the 
tree, shrub, and flower growth, 
something resembling to a greater 
or less degree some parts of 
England Is to be found. Per- 
haps the hedges and high board fences, 
now not so common as they wore, sug- 
gest what' Is called English exclu'slve- 
ncss. Perhaps the fact that there are 
a good many English people in town 
and country makes it unlike most other 
Canadian towns. Perhaps the fond- 
ness of the ladies for live o'clock tea 
suggests England to tourists, whoso 
literary food Is the novel of alleged 
English life. Perhaps the fact that our 
people are not, as the Boston man 
said of the New Yorkers, "eternally in 
a hurry to get nowhere and do nothing" 
suggests England to a visitor who 
thinks he is not doing justice to him- 
self and his city 'If ho is not eternally 
at high pressure. For all these things, 
except the high board fences, we trust 
that we are duly thankful; but they do 
not make Victoria more English than 
some cities in England. They /ire at- 
tractive features of tin; city. They are. 
among other things, what makes 
everybody who has stayed here any 
length of time wish in the bottom of 
their hearts that Providence would so 
order matters that they could remain 
here the rest of their natural lives But 
there is another Victoria, which lias 
kept itself somewhat in the background, 
but Is making its Influence fell, it is 
a Victoria which refuses to regard it- 
self as simply a residential point; that 
is determined to take advantage of its 
spjendld opportunities; that, while 
British to the core in all that pertains ! 
to.loyalty to the Crown, to British in- j 
stitutlons, and to the Empire, is thor- ! 
ough.Iy Canadian in its confidence in | 
the future of the country and In Its de- 
termination to share fully in Its growth 
and prosperity. The real Victoria is 
not simply "a little bit of England," 
but a Canadian city full of hope for the 
future.

A very interesting decision has Just 
been given by the Supreme Court of 
California. It is that "tho goodwill of 
an undertaking forms no part of the 
valuation of a public service corpora- 
tion in fixing rates." The Contra Costa 
Water Company supplied the city of 
Oakland, and under the law the City 
Council had the right to lix the rate 
to consumers. With this object they 
investigated the affairs of the company 
and found its plant to be worth $3,500,- 
000, and tixed a rate that would return 
5.113 per cent, on this amount. The 
company, being dissatisfied, applied to 
a judge, who doubled the valuation, the 
additional amount representing the 
goodwill. The company then elected a 
city council that was subservient to its 
will, and that council lixcd the water 
rate so as to yield 7 per cent, on 
$7,000,000. Fortunately for the citizens 
the. council, which had had the valua- 
tion' made in the first instance, ap- 
pealed from the decision of the judge 
to the Supreme Court, and no suc- 
ceeding council ventured to withdraw 
tho appeal. Pending the decision of 
the appeal, the Contra Costa Company 
sold to the People's Water Company 
for $10,000,000. The decision In the 
case Is that the valuation of the pro- 
perty at $3,500,000 and the rate of 5.63 
per cent, on that amount shall stand. 
The decision is not binding upon any 
court outside of the State of California; 
but the reasons which led the judges to 
the decision deserve weighty consider- 
ation, for they appear to be greatly in 
the public interest.

The London Morning Post thinks the

to carry them into effect. It is prob- 
ably not a matured opinion, formed af- 
ter examining the case from every 
point of view, but the hasty judgment 
of one who felt called upon to say 
something. We can well believe that 
the problem presented by the pauper 
children of England is a very serious 
one. We also are ready to admit it 
to lie the' duty of Canada and the other 
Dominions to assist In the regenera- 
tion of our own race. To say these 
things Is to utter the merest common- 
place observations. What would be of 
value would be the suggestion of some 
practical moans whereby the desired I 
regeneration, can be brought about. We 
saw the other day that a pauper Can- 
adlan child in Toronto sought relief 
from her troubles in the kindly waters 
of Lake Ontario. Canada has not yet 
learned how to take care of iter own 
pauper children, and to send a lot of 
pauper children from England to our 
shores might, except under a well de- 
vised and well administered system, be 
worse than a failure. Tho Morning 
Post seems to think that the practice 
of shipping ne'er-do-wells to "the 
Colonies" might be extended a little 
further witli advantage. We do not 
say It might not be; but wc do say 
that, if our London contemporary 
thinks so. it ought to tell us how the 
selection is to be made In England 
and how the children are to be placed 
In' Canada.

People for Prairies. 
Winnipeg, July 29. — Five hundred 
homeseekers from the east passed 
through tho city today, arriving at the 
C P. R. station at 11:15 by a special 
train and leaving at 1:35. Some few 
stopped off In the city but tho ma- 
jority continued their journey west. 
Mr. Walker, Dominion immigration 
olllcer, speaking of the general run of 
homeseekers, said they usually arrive 
in tho west with considerable money 
with the intention 'of taking up homo- 
steads eventually. For a time they 
will work in tho harvest fields and 
then locate. This year between 5,000 
and 6,000 have already arrived. 

Killed by Electric Current 

Three Rivers, Que., July 29. — Phil- 
lippe EjllefeuIIle, of the Three Rivers 
Steam Laundry Company, lo3t his life 
at the laundry at 7 o'clock this even- 
ing. For some months past this In- 
dustry has been run by electrical 
power. Mr. Bellefeuille accidentally 
got against the switch, and 500 volts 
passed through him. Death was al- 
most instantaneous. His young son, 
who tried to free him from the switch, 
was seriously burned about the arms. 



Police Chiefs' Convention" 
Niagara Falls, Ont., July 29. — The 
executive committee of the chief con- 
stables' association of Canada, which 
concluded its convention here this 
afternoon, will a3k tho minister of 
Justice to amend the criminal code so 
that search warrants may bo execut- 
ed by any police officer. It is held in 
the west that the present code calls 
for execution by the chief constables 
alone. Officers were elected as fol- 
lows: President, Emll Trudel, Que- 
bec; secretary, Wm. Stark, Toronto; 
treasurer, Inspector McLelland,' To- 
ronto. Vancouver, B. C, was chosen 
as the next convention city. 



Few Japanese Immigrants 

Ottawa, July 29. — A report from 
Canadian Trade Commissioner Harris 
at Yokohama, shows that Japan is ad- 
hering strictly to the agreements made 
last year with Canada and the United 
States to restrict Japanese emigra- 
tion. For the first five months of this 
year tho total Japanese emigration to 
America was 718, as compared with 
2,275 for the corresponding period of 
1908. The number who came to Can- 
ada was only 184, and of these 56 
were classed as non-laborers. During 
five months 163 Japanese returned 
home from Canada, thus leaving the 
net increase only 21. Mr. Harris re- 
ports that a company of Japanese and 
British capitalists Is being formed to 
establish an immense -hydro-electric: 
power business in Japan, the company 
he says will bo incorporated under 
Canadian laws.

"3 j Fisheries Case Ready 

London, July 29. — The British case 
in the- North American fisheries dis- 
pute for the Hague tribunal has been 
practically prepared. The matter 
goes to court in April or May next. 



Press Cable Tolls Lowered 
London, July 29. — The Eastern Tele- 
graph Company notifies the public 
that under the agreement with the 
British South African administrations 
the tariffs for press telegrams between 
Britain and the under-mentioned 
countries follows: To Cape Colony, 
Orange River Colony and Transvaal, 
nine pence per word; to Southern 
Rhodesia, 9 1-2 pence; to Northern 
Rhodesia and Nyassaland, 10 1-1 
pence; to Beira railway offices, via the 
Cape, 9 3-4 pence; to Portuguese 
Zambesi, 10 3-4 pence. 



Praise For Canadian Music 

London, July 29. — Dr. Albert Ham, 
speaking at the distribution of diplo- 
mas of the Royal College of Organ- 
ists, said the standard of music in To- 
ronto was extremely high. Canada 
wanted only first-rate Jlnglishmen In 
music, as in other departments of life; 
for such there were plenty of oppor- 
tunities. Sir F. Bridge gave remin- 
iscences of his tour in Canada, and 
said the choir of St. James' cathedral 
equalled many cathedral choirs In Bri- 
tain. 



Princess Alexandra Afraid 

Lisbon, Portugal, July 29. — Fear of 
assassination in the event that she be- 
comes the wife of King Manuel, It was 
learned today, hus caused Princess 
Alexandra to change her mind about 
marrying the young ruler, and plans 
for tho royal wedding have been drop- 
ped. An official announcement to that 
effect was made today. King Edward, 
grandfather of the princess, who is 
the daughter of the Duk<! of Fife, was 
heartily in favor of the wedding and 
displayed much Interest in the match- 
making. It was not until after tho 
engagement was announced that the 
princess began to show fear that Kins 
Manuel might meet the same fate ns 
his father and brother, who were as- 
sassinated last year. As his wife, she 
ifeared that she, too, might be killed 
or wounded, so the tsirl finally decided 
to call the wedding off.

IINISTER H ALDAN E 

ON EMPIRE DEFENCE 



London, July 2i). — In proposing the 
toast of tho "Imperial Defence Con- 
ference," at the British Club banquet, 
held In Guuld Hall last night, the 
Right Hon. Mr. Haldane declared, 
"There Is only one maxim which wo 
can lay down — that tho British Em- 
pire is one and Indivisible on this ques- 
tion of defence (cheers), I believe it 
to be on that maxim that this con- 
ference really concentrated. We recog- 
nize that the command of the sea must 
come in first place, that the army which 
is to protect the empire must bo no 
army chained to these shores, but an 
army of long range, suited'to deal with 
problems at long range. 

Sir Frederick Borden In replying said 
that while Canada stood upon her 
rights, she insisted upon her freedom. 
It was untrue and unfair to Canada for 
any man to say as had been said that 
Canada's patriotism and loyalty de- 
pended in tho slightest degree upon 
what the fiscal policy of Great Britain 
might be. (Hear, hear.) He thought 
true Imperialism was that which led 
the different British nations along the 
lines of development of their own re- 
sources, but they realized their imper- 
ial responsibility. The people of Can- 
ada were prepared to pay their part 
of the cost. In thoroughly preparing 
themselves for local defence they were 
preparing best to take their part in the 
defence of the empire. With guidance, 
Mr. Halda,no's plan had been adopted 
in Canada and he believed that local, 
measures of defence would be' so car- 
ried out that should any one of the 
Dominions wish to send at any time, a 
division or force to assist the country 
it would bo easy to carry out that end. 
Why could not the same thing be done 
in regard to a navy? Canada would 
be prepared to spend its last dollar to 
assist In maintaining tho integrity of 
the empire. (Cheers.) 

The "Times," referring to Imperial 
defence, lays down three principles: 

1. That each Dominion must de- 
velop naval resources of its own. 

2. Training material for this naval 
force must be as far as possible, tho 
same. 

3. All Individual efforts must be co- 
ordinated to a common end. 

The "Times" adds that tho principles 
mentioned aro broadly acoeptod. 
Ignoring the Main Issue 

London, Eng., July 29.— Reforring to 
the Berlin Deutsch Tagis Zcitung arti- 
cle of Tuesday, the "Standard" in a 
semi-humorous editorial, ventures to 
think Pan-Germans must look else- 
whore for a "-Joyful sign" than Van- 
couver. The article ignores the most 
salient feature of Canadian develop- 
ment which is the making of good pa- 
triotic Canadians of almost all foreign 
colonists, concludes the "Standard."

Rock Contract Ready 

The contract between the city and 
H. W. E. Canavan, from whom the 
municipal crushed rock supply will be 
secured, will be signed today. The 
city agrees to accept 50,000 cubic 
yards of rock at $1,80 per yard deliv- 
ered.

Policy of the G. T. Pacific 

The following extract from an in- 
terview with C. M. Hays, president of 
the Grand Trunk Pacific, will be read

R, L, Jefferson, Who Rode Bi- 
cycle to Khiva, Here 
at Present 



Spending a week In Victoria, visit- 
ing R. F. Clark, manager of the Pllm- 
ley Automobile company, is a noted 
British traveller, Robert Louis Jeffer- 
son, F.R.G.S., the only living English- 
man who has ridden to Khiva and 
seen the inside of the walls of the 
great Asiatic city, and who has many 
notable Journeys awheel and in motor 
cars to his credit. 

Ho has ridden through Europe, Asia, 
India and Africa awheel and by motor, 
has crossed Siberia, and made other 
notable rides and had numerous ad- 
ventures. 

Starting from where Kim looked up- 
on Zam-zumah, the great gun, In front 
of the "Wonder House," as Kipling 
called the museum at Lahore he rode 
over the trunk road across India, and, 
after a stay In Victoria intends to pro- 
ceed to London to make another trip 
across India— this time by motor. Ho 
is travelling in the Interest of the Ro- 
ver car and has one with him which 
he Intends to use to advantage on the 
roads of Victoria during hia stay. 

As correspondent of the London 
Chronicle Mr. Jefferson has written 
much regarding Canada during; his 
tour across Canada, his last letter be- 
ing with regard to tile attitude of 
Canadians toward the Englishman, a 
matter which lie considers has been 
overdone. He found no special anti- 
pathy, although in some places there 
seemed to be a tendency to regard the 
nation as more of less decadent, a mis- 
taken opinion which was to be deplor- 
ed. He was greatly Impressed with 
Canada, with Its resources and oppor- 
tunities, lta loyalty, and promise for 
the future. 

Wrote Many Books. 

Mr. Jefferson is not only a great 
traveller, but has much reputation as 
an author. His principal books aro 
the books of travel of which ho writ- 
ten six, namely: "To Constantinoule 
on a Bicycle," "Awheel to Moscow and 
Back," "Roughing It in Siberia," 
"Across Siberia on a Bicycle," "Through 
a Continent on Wheels" and "A. Ride 
to Khiva." He has also written no- 
vels and numerous articles. A critic 
recently said: "His Indian stories are 
tirst-rate, and his knowledge of the 
people, their customs and ways, and 
the remarkable scenes he witnessed, 
enable him, combined with his own na- 
tural ability, to retail adventures and 
describe life In the torrid zone in 
truly delightful fashion. Some of the 
pictures he paints are alluring enough 
to tempt one straightaway to "India's 
coral strand"; there are others which 
are equal to some of Kipling's grim- 
mest In the matter of tragic strange- 
ness, for it seems inevitable that the 
mystery of the East touches every 
traveller there. 

A Wanderer. 

On many occasions he has voluntar- 
ily^ Imitated Ishmacl, and,, become a 
wanderer, on the face of the earth— 
though always returning to civilisa- 
tion when he so desired. It need 
hardly be added that he was always 
received back with acclamation. Once 
a fair rider on the path, ho developed 
into the greatest long-distance travel- 
ler we have ever had in wheeldom; 
and his first great jaunt was to Con- 
stantinople on a bicycle in the early 
nineties, when we all looked upon him 
as a pedalling pilgrim of high renown. 
His descriptions of that "voyage" are 
at once captivating and weird, and still 
remain among the best things in cycl- 
ing literature. 

"Then he went to Moscow, and his 
rides and walks through Europe and 
the wastes of that cold and dreary 
land ruled over by the Colossus of the 
North gave him adventures enough to 
make his hair curl." 

Lost in Siberia. 

Of the many occasions when he nnd 
death have flirted with each other, one 
of the closest calls he had was when 
riding across the Siberian steppes. Like 
the Canadian prairies they are great 
even plains without trees or hollows, 
and the only method of keeping to the 
trail Is to follow the telegraph posts. 
Nomad Kherglz live in their yurts on 
the great steppes, but theelr habita- 
tions are usually fur apart. When 
night was near one day during his 
long ride he came to a post station 
and the Russlon guards advised him 
not to go on. It was but thirty versts 
(about twenty miles) to the next sta- 
tion and he thought he could make the 
distance before night set in. The tele- 
graph posts are laid in it fairly 
straight line but the trail winds, trails 
In the cast are like cowpnths — they 
follow the way made by the first tra- 
veller — and sometimes the posts are 
almost out of sight. At nightfall the 
trail became faint and suddenly he 
noted that the posts were out of sight. 
The trail ceased and he was on unbro- 
ken steppes— lost. He had tried to 
make a short cut to break the wind- 
ing of the trail nnd had lost his way. 
Lay Down to Die. 

The hopelessness of his situation 
came to him when after twilight had 
darkened into night he rode Into a 
swamp. He floundered out, dragging 
his' wheel, nnd sat down by Its -/side. He 
had neglthor. food nor water and was 
thoroughly fatigued, and fully con- 
scious that he was lost. With burning 
eves, and his head aching he dropped 
off to sleep, and when daybreak came 
he staggered on, seeking the lost 
trail. There was no sign of the lost 
line of posts, no trace of the trail, and 
hour after hour he pedalled across the. 
steppes, seemingly getting further 
away. All day he rode, the lack of food 
adding to his fatigue, and finally, 
worn out, starved and hopeless .he gave 
up and laid down. Ho had done all ho 
coultl — and now was going to die. He 
dozed and on waking stared about the 
steppes. 

Saved by Khergiz, 

All seemed lost when he saw a faint 
whisp of blue smoke on the horizon. 
This gave him hope. Ho knew that 




where there was smoke there might be 
life and aid, and he fought, dragging 
his wheel, sometimes on his hands 
and knees, more often crawling than 
walking. Ultimately he saw a yurt, a 
ramshackle hovel In which some of 
the desert nomads lived on the steppes, 
and he staggered toward It. Plunging 
In ho fell on his knees and dipped his 
face in a bowl of water in the centre 
of the place, and the women Jumped 
and screamed and the Kherglz sprang 
forward with their weapons bared. 

It seemed that he had left death by 
starvation to find it by the knife, when 
he shouted to them in Russian that ho 
meant them no harm. They under- 
stood and returned their weapons. 
Brokenly ho told them of his predica- 
ment, and stayed a day with them, be- 
ing given soup and other food. After 
recovering during a day spent with 
the Kherglz he went on, and the head 
of the yurt accompanied him on' a 
Mongol pony ns a guide, Making him 
back to the line of posts and safety. 
Saw Armenian Massacre. 

This was . one of the closest "shaves 
Mr. Jefferson had of many narrow es^. 
capes from death. During his career 
ho had on three occasions to kill men 
to save himself. One of these occa- 
sions was during the first Armenian 
massacres which he witnessed and 
shudders as ho recalls the horrors of 
the time. Ho was cycling In' the Bal- 
kans then and came to Ezcrom and 
Treblzondo at the time of the atrocities 
which aroused the world against "Ab- 
dul the Damned" in 189G. 

Rode to Khiva. 

His ride to Khiva took place In 1808 
just a quarter of a century after Col. 
Burnaby's famous ride. He started 
from London and on landing in Franco 




hiked across to Samara nnd Orenburg 
thenco crossing the trackless Kizel 
Kum, which Is translated "The Red 
Sand," following as near us possible 
the route of the famous soldier who 
was. afterwards killed in the Soudan. 

He had explore'tL'iinany parts of Si- 
beria and had been prospecting near 
the head waters of the Yenisei when 
he determined to emulate Col. Bur- 
naby. His ambition grew with ex- 
perience, and lie undertook the most 
perilous journey of all cycle, to Khiva, 
thus outdoing the remarkable feat of 
the celebrated Col Burnaby. Mr. Jef- 
ferson is probably the only English- 
man living who has looked upon the 
walls of Khiva in the great Asiatic 
desert land, for the only other cel- 
ebrated Briton beside the one men- 
tioned above, who bus written of that 
tremendous journey and described it 
graphically, has been dead these many 
years — Macgaghun, of the Daily News, 
contemporary and comrade of the fa- 
mous Archibald Forbes, of the same 
Journal. 

Went to Constantinople. 

It was in 1894 that All'. Jefferson 
started Ills notable series of long dis- 
tance rides awheel. lie left London 
and proceeded on his wheel through 
France, Switzerland, Italy, Austria 
Hungary, Servia, Bulgaria and Turkey 
to Constantinople. His arrival in the 
Turkish capital created a sensation, 
and the late Sultan issued an "Irade" 
prohibiting the faithful from riding 
bicycles. The irade stated that the 
ruler of the faithful considered them 
not only Immoral, but dangerous. The 
Sultan did not take kindly at all to 
the wheel. 

Record Across Europe. 

In 1893 Charles Terront, a French 
rider made a record long distance ride 
from Paris to St. Petersburg and back, 
and the English rider went out in 
ISDu to beat this. He was to ride to 
Moscow and back, a greater distance, 
in 50 days and accomplished the long 
ride in -111 days and eight minutes. 
This record stands unbeaten today, 
though 13 years have elapsed. He 
rode from London to Queens- 
borough, crossed to Flushing and 
then rode through Arnhem, Rhellie, 
Brunswick, Berlin, Posen, War- 
suw, to Moscow, and back the same 
way. Somebody in Moscow chaffingly 
asked him why lie didn't ride across 
Siberia. This set him thinking, and he 
decided that the Siberian ride would 
make a nice little holiday. 

Over the Steppes. 

His original idea was to ride from 
Moscow, to Irkutsk, in Siberia, but as 
soon as his scheme became known, u 
Russian determined to be the first to 
cyclo across Siberia. Hearing of this, 
Mr. Jefferson clcelded to start from 
London, ride through Holland, Ger- 
many, and Poland, to Moscow, and 
thence over the Ural Mountains to the 
capital of Siberia, a trifle of 10,(J00 
miles. He did it. In 18!)S, sighing for 
more worlds to conquer, he cycled from 
London to Khiva, following the route 
that Burnaby pursued on his famous 
horse-back ride a quarter of a century 
before. These are only his larger cy- 
cling rides. Of what he has done in 
the way of ordinary cyclo touring there 
is no end. 

In Motor Now. 

Later, when the motor came along, 
the distinguished traveller toured the 
Balkans and India In his car, and seems 
to have had as many hair-breadth es- 
capes and perils under petrol as when 
pedaling; but, like his great peer, 
Forbes, the organization of his 
journeys was always exceedingly 
well done, and the carry-through part 
vigorous, determined, and inevitable, 
in no single one- of his many travels 
his programme has been shortened or 
altered. To give some Idea'of how re- 
lentlessly he follows his plan, It may 
ho mentioned that In his Moscow jour- 
ney something happened to his bicycle, 
when more than a hundred miles from 
that city, which precluded him for the 
nonce from riding. He could not get It 
repaired, ao whipped the machine 



aboard the train, went to Moscow, got 
the bicycle put right, returned, and 
finished the ride on his wheel. 

As a motorist ho has driven from 
London to Constantinople, taking the 
first motor car into Turkey after /ob- 
taining the Sultan's special permission 
(which that potentate may now re- 
gret having given). Ha has also driv- 
en a car In India, Burmah, the Straits 
Settlements, Java, Ceylon and South 
Africa. In the latter country he was 
the first to drive from coast to coast, 
viz., from Durban to Cape Town via 
Johannesburg, beating, the car record 
from Johannesburg: by two days. 
Some years ago he was created a Fel- 
low of the Royal Geographical society. 

Mr. Jefferson proposes to spend a 
week In Victoria. He is waiting for 
the arrival of his Rover ear and 
will do some motoring, having 
heard much regarding the scenic beau-_ 
ties and roads of this city. After leav-' 
ing here he is going back to London 
to prepare for another ride across 
India, 

There arc few men who have done 
a tithe In the way of travelling of 
what Mr. Jefferson has accomplished, 
and none of your Cook's tours or per- 
sonally conducted excursions either. 
Full of love of the adventurous, and 
the unconventional, Mr. Jefferson has 
always in Ids voyages got off the 
beaten track, and got off entirely 'on 
his own." That Is to say, he has re- 
lied on his Own pluck and spirit, his 
own physique and his own resource. 
In the old days, when ho was closely 
identified with every phase of cycling, 
he did wonderful rides to all sorts of 
Impossible places. He disappeared for 
months. Then he. suddenly turned up 
again, to be, perhaps, welcomed at a 
dinner, and very soon a book describ- 
ing the journey was published. Rut 
for all he has done that other men 
have never thought of doing, and could 
not do if they had, Mr. Jefferson still 
remains the most modest and unas- 
suming of men. 



SAYS DANGER H 



No Cause for Fear on Behalf 
of Women Working Among 
Chinese 



The following letter was received by 
Rev. Dr. Campbell from riov. Dr. 
Mackay, secretary of the Foreign 
Mission committee of the Presbyterian 
church. Dr. Campbell endorses the 
sentiments of the letter and declares 
that during the 17 years of his resi- 
dence in Victoria, he has been in- 
timately associated with mission work 
among the Chinese, where the large 
majority of teacheru were ladies. Ho 
is not aware of any tiling but that of 
propriety, kindness and appreciation 
on the part of the young Chinamen 
who are taught every evening in 
mission classes. 

Dr. Campbell maintains that while 
the horrible murder of Elsie Sigel is 
a terrible calamity, it is so great an 
exception to the tenor of the conduct 
of the Chinamen towards lady teach- 
ers and missionaries, that none but 
those much prejudiced against the 
Chinese, and .the efforts of . Christians 
to give them the gospel, would make 
it a basis for a cry to withdraw lady 
missionaries from so noble a work. 

Dear Dr. Campbell. — 1 just see in 
the Victoria. Colonist, a copy of which 
you kindly sent me. a paragraph 
copied from a Vancouver paper warn- 
ing young women against mission 
work amongst the Chinese, which the 
acting mayor describes as "a piece of 
great stupidity." 

The city commissioners are so ex- 
ercised about it that they are re- 
gretting that there seems to be no 
legal means of in-eventing it. All this 
because of the very horrible murder 
of Elsie Siegel In New York. 

I happened to be In New York a i 
the time this terrible tragedy occur- 
red. Some of the New York journals 
took the same attitude taken by the 
Vancouver commissioners, but some — 
and the more Influential and promi- 
nent papers — did not. 

Are we to discontinue Christian 
work because (here is a measure of 
danger'.' There are thousands of lady 
missionaries In China today, and yet 
there were terrible Boxer massacres 
in PJ00. Should the missionaries 
withdraw? 1 can understand people 
who have no use for missions and do 
not believe in the Cross, saying that 
they ought. I have heard a man say 
thut instead of missionaries we should 
send shot and shell to such people. 
But I am now speaking of Christian 
people who believe in missions and in 
Him who said to His disciples when 
sending them forth, that they were to 
be as sheep amongst wolves. Are they 
to turn buck because there Is some 
degree of danger'.' It was the same 
Christ that gave the command. Let 
us follow that example. He that los- 
eth his life for His sake and the gos- 
pel's shall save It. 

But what is the real danger? 1 
think 1 can give you ten instances of 
crime by white men for one by Chin- 
ese. We have In Toronto about 1,200 
Chinese and we have 20 schools in 
which they are taught by hundreds 
of young people and largely by young 
women. 1 have yet to learn the first 
instance of misconduct. There may 
have been such but It has not come 
under my notice, and I may say that 
1 am directly associated with these 
workers. Many of them testify that 
not only do they enjoy the work but 
have themselves been blessed In seek- 
ing to bless others. 

Tlie only and real danger Is that 
young women, like Miss Siegel, who 
do not know how to conduct them- 
selves, take part In this work. That 
kind cannot do good work anywhere. 
But any young woman who has a 
good purpose in life, and believes In 
the gospel as the power of God, has 
nothing to fear, but everything to 
gain by taking pnrt In this or any 
similar Christian work. 

The results justify the effort. 
Whilst among Chinese as well as 
amongst Canadians there tiro the dis- 
appointing ones, there are on the other 
hand high types of Christian charac- 
ter and self sacrifice amongst the 
Chinese as amongst any other people 
In the world. The work tells and the 
harvest is sure.

,!ng to the season.' But the young girls 
havo no whore, to .go and nothing to ao. 

This, of course, .doeiS not apply to the 
daughters' of rich 'purerits, . who. have 
largV grounds. They can play croquet 
and tennis and other, outdoor igameS. 
Ladles and gentlemen may enjoy, their 
game of goli almost when they choose. 
But the 'girls -who arc-no longer chil- 
dren, what are they to do? They can- 
not be always reading. Even if their 
mothers needed their help all day long, 
the most pleasant work grows mono- 
tonous, especially to that bundle of 
nerves and contradictions, the half- 
grown girl. Eur the amusement, which 
is a necessity of healthy lite, she must 
depend on the evening entertainment, 
an aimless walk, too often through the 
public streets, or perhaps the cheap 
theatre. If her mother has time and 
Is wise, she may make her a companion 
In bicycle r.ides or let her Invite her 
school mates to frequent picnics. ■ If 
she has an aunt or grandmother In the 
country, she may safely In most, but 
not In all, cases spend her summer 
holidays there. 

That there are too many girls who 
havo no healthy place of amusement to 
resort to any woman may discover who 
will take the trouble to spend an after- 
noon on the street and watch the young 
girls whlling away the Idle hours. 

Meantime there are Idle places in 
almost every neighborhood that could 
with the smallest expenditure of money 
be turned Into croquet grounds and 
tennis courts, where these children 
might pass the afternoon In happy, 
purposeful, and healthy play. Is It too 
much to expect that some of our wo- 
men's societies will take this matter 
up? The years between childhood and 
womanhood are full of danger, but they 
are full of promise. It is then that 
girls acquire the habits and form the 
friendships that so greatly affect their 
future life. It is easy to censure the 
busy mother who allows a wayward 
girl to spend her afternoons on the 
street. Cannot other mothers with 
more leisure contrive some way of pro- 
viding wholesome outdoor amusement 
for all who can be persuaded to en- 
gage In it? Something, too, is to be 
said for the working girls who have a 
few hours to spare on summer even- 
ings after work Is done. Not many of 
these have means to spure to pay dues. 
There Is at least one tennis court in 
the city open to some of these. Might 
there not be many more? 

Evening entertainments, no matter 
how Innocent in themselves, are not 
good for growing girls. The late hours 
and the excitement take from theni the 
bloom of youth. But amusement Is a 
necessity of the lives of the young, and 
unless they are provided with what Is 
good and wholesome they will seek and 
tlnd what is injurious. 

In the work of helping the girlhood 
our city all women are interested. If 
the plan proposed is not practical, who 
will offer suggestions better worth con- 
sideration?— * ~ • ■ *-• - 



In these days when all our boys and 
girls are busy working for certillcates 
of one kind or. other, we arc apt to 
undervalue i reading. The lad who 
spends hours over his Greek and Latin 
and mathematics gets little encourage- 
ment when >ho is found poring over 
"Oliver Twist" or "Treasure Island." If 
the girl hides "The Mill on the Floss': 
or, perhaps, "Little Wives" where she 
can conveniently lind it when she steals 
an hour from her household tusks or 
school drudgery, she Is apt to receive 
a sharp rebuke from mother or teacher. 

As for grown up people, how many, 
nowadays, spend long hours in reading 
without a feeling that they are wasting 
time? We skim our newspapers and 
hurry through our magazines; we de- 
vour the sensational novel of the day, 
but the number of quiet, thocghtful 
readers does not, It is feared, increase 
in proportion to the strides made in 
education. 

Yet it is to be doubted whether in 
the classes in literature the boys and 
girls gain as much knowledge as they 
do from the books they have chosen 
themselves. It is true, they gain a 
more minute knowledge of the mean- 
ings of the words and of the structure 
of sentences. This is not by any 
means to be depreciated. An enthusi- 
astic and really cultured teacher can 
do wonders In inspiring, a love of liter- 
ature in those who have taste and ca- 
pacity to receive It. But the proof of 
the value of their work lies in the habit 
of reading their students form. 

No one who has listened to discus- 
sions and conversations that took place 
at many Canadian firesides among mem 
of a past generation can doubt the 
real culture to be got from books even 
aside from what is usually looked upon 
as education. Men who In their boy- 
hood had received the most meagre 
education, who knew no language but 
their mother tongue, and whose writ- 
ten pages betrayed a lack of the rules 
of grammar, and often a knowledge of 
spoiling, could speak with knowledge 
and understanding on many subjects 
which are now seldom discussed among 
those who have enjoyed the advantages 
of a college education. They had read 
a few books and had read them often, 
taking time to digest what they read. 
A new book was to them a treasure, to 
be the companion of many a long hour, 
Not seldom these old book shelves con- 
tained works which In our day few of 
us possess the ability to understand or 
the taste to appreciate, 

The old days, with their quietness 
and leisure wllJ not return. But at 
least, we can allow the children time 
to read and furnish them with suitable 
hooks. The evil days, when business 
careH sr the demands of society will 
make quiet reading an impossibility, 
will come soon enough, it Is reading 
that maketh a full man, a very wise 
man has told us. There .Is more than 
enough of shallowness and emptiness 
among the women, If not the men, of 
our time. Let the girls and boys as- 
sociate as long as possible with the 
best of those who have gone before. 

In a very beautiful article on "Sym- 
pathy ns a Remedy," in the current 
number of Harper's Bazar, Elizabeth 
Stuart Philips says, "After all, very 
few people In the world are tender. 
Even among women,' the genuine 
quality l«. not common, and among 
modern women It seems to be cooling 
all the while." 

Is this, true? If it Is it Is a sad 
thing for the children, for the sick and 
for the aged. It Is strange that In 
an ago when the world Is full of hos- 
pitals and orphanages, and benevolent 
Institutions of all kinds such a state- 
ment could be made by any thoughtful 
woman. Jfover before among' people 



of the Anglo-Saxon race was there 
such an aversion to the Inlllctlon of 
pain. The Hoggings which fathers 
and teachers, yes and mothers, too, 
used to think It their duty to intltct 
upon their rebellions or erring chil- 
dren are now unheard of In most 
households. The birch and the strap 
have been banished from the school 
and the nursery. Corporal' punish- 
ment, even In prisons is reserved only 
for cases of peculiar enormity and al- 
most half the world would do away 
with the death penalty. It would 
seem as if pity was the strongest pas- 
sion of this twentieth century. And 
yet does not the child whose fevered 
■brow is tended by a trained nurse 
miss something of tenderness in the 
.touch which the hand of the mothers 
possessed in the clavs that are passed? 

Are we quite sure' that the llt'/le ones 
in our own homes .receive their full 

■ share of those caresses which are as 
.necessary to their lives as light and 
air? 

May it not be that indifference as 
often ns mercy spares the rod? 

There is a habit of tenderness that 

• we all would do well to cultivate. ' It 
is the outward and visible sign of the 
■Inward and spiritual grace of love. It 

■ means much to the individual and 
much, too, to the nation. There is a 
vital charm in gentle words and sweet 
■observances that like most subtle and 
•precious things is easily lost. The 

loving touch, the tender caress, , how 

• the remembrance of them cornea back 
across the gulf of years. Happy the 
man or woman whose heart la kept 
warm by the memories of a childhood 
rich In theae tokens and still happier 
if their tender grace lias been passed 

.on the little ones of this generation.

Swithin was in a position to send tho 
rain, that he had command of tho rain 
supply.

HARRY PULLIAM 
DIES OF WOUND 



Health and Life Sacrificed 
• Interest of American 
National Sport 



in 



New York, July 29.— Harry C. Pull- 
iam, president of the National League 
of- professional baseball clubs, died at 
H ; a.m. today after shooting himself 
through the head, In his room In the 
New York Athletic Club last night. 
Although a bullet from his revolver 
passed entirely through h's head, sev- 
ering both optic nerves and causing 
Instant blindness, Mr. Pulllam lived 
from- 9.30 last night until this morn- 
ing. He became unconscious soon af- 
ter the shooting was discovered and 
was unable to make any' statement as 
to his reasons for committing suicide, 
but 'it' is generally attributed to Ill- 
health. 

liar. Pulliarn was in his office yes- 
terday, attending to the business i of 
the league, and went to his room at 
the athletic club last evening. The 
first indication that anything was 
wrong with him came when at 9.30 
o'clock a signal from the' telephone 



In his room was thrown upon the 
switchboard in the club rooms. The 
operator responded, but receiving no 
call, sent a messenger to Mr. Pull- 
lam's room to ascertain the trouble. 
Mr. Pulllam was found lying on the 
lloor dressed only in his underclothing, 
arid with a bullet wound through his 
head. The telephone receiver appar- 
ently had been knocked off its hook 
when he fell after firing the fatal shot. 
A revolver lay on the lloor near his 
hand. The club's physician was sum- 
moned, but thero was little he could 
do to relieve his patient, and it was 
evident that death would ensue within, 
a short time. A coroner was sum- 
moned and he attempted to obtain a 
statement from the dying . man, but 
without avail. To all questions as to 
how ho was shot Mr. Pulliarn who 
was then in a semi-consc'16us condition 
replied that ho did not understand 
and asked "What shot?" He soon be- 
came unconscious but later revived a 
littlo and complained that his head 
ached and asked the attendant -to rub 
it. No note or other explanation of 
the suicide was found In the room. 

A nurse was summoned and the 
wound was bandaged. As usual In 
cases of attempted suicide the police 
stationed a man at the rooms, and 
technically, the wounded man was 
under arrest. Throughout the night Mr. 
Pulllam lingered In a semi-conscious 
condition. His mother in Louisville. 
Ky., was notified of the affair la3t 
night. 



Mr. Pulliarn sacrificed his health 
and life in the interests of the nationa' 
sport. ' Blade president of the National 



league in 1902, he at once took effec- 
tive measures to do away with rowdy 
baseball and place the sport on a high 
plane. He gave Instructions to his 
umpires to be fearless in their decis- 
ions, and told them that lie would 
stand by them regardless of the pres- 
sure that might be brought to bear 
upon him. Pulliam's stand brought 
about friction with some of the club 
heads, who while declaring for clean 
baseball insisted that Pulliarn was 
arbitrary in his methods. He was 
sometimes antagonized and often op- 
posed at the annual meeting of the 
National league. 

The strain of the leadership told on 
the young president, who. slight' of 
frame and high strung in tempera- 
ment, was hardly physically equipped 
for the battles that he had on hand.' 
At the last league meeting in Chicago, 
he showed signs of a nervous break- 
down. Pulllam wanted to make pub- 
lic the names of the men who he said 
tried to bribe the umpires in the last 
Chicago-New York game last year. 
After much squabbling Pulliarn be- 
came Imbued with the idea thut the 
league magnates were persecuting him, 
and that unless the names of the al- 
leged bribers were made public the 
sport of baseball was doomed. During 
the. league banquet In Chicago last 
February, Pulllam suddenly rose in his 
chair and began a bitter tirade against 
the league officials. His condition was 
critical, and his friends, araoraj them 
Barney Dreyfus, who had kept him In 
the presidency, obtained •• for him a 
leave of absence. P.ulliam left Chi- 



cago without hat or coat, and sud- 
denly appeared In St. Louis, where ho 
announced his engagement to a young 
lady of the city. Garrey Hermann 
found him in St. Louis, and took him 
south, where he made what was be- 
lieved to be a full recovery of' his. 
health. Pulllam resumed his active 
duties as head of the league about a 
month ago. He showed no signs of 
his long Illness, and friends congra- 
tulated him upon his recovery.

So complete was the 
police Information that tile authori- 
ties decided to raid the house. Fear- 
ing that the robbers might set fire to 
the building the fire brigade took 
part in the raid. The house was sur- 
rounded by the military, and those 
within were called on to surrender. 
The police knew the men had arms, 
and It was apparently thought they 
would resist arrest. One man put his 
head out of the window, and a police- 
man, fearing he was about to shoot, 
shot him. The inmates offered no re- 
sistance, and were all arrested. The 
men had no offensive weapons, and 
none were discovered in the house. 
Suspicions pointed to a well connect- 
ed with the house. This well was 
pumped out by the fire brigade, and 
in It were found some fire arms, 
swords and other weapons. The per- 
sons arrested are not Chinese from 
the vicinity of Macao, but are sup- 
posed to come from elsewhere.

Wattellet Will Stage Event at 
' Royal Park on Evening 
of August 10 



The big flftoen-mile race is on as 
the match was cinched yesterday by 
the acceptance of the percentage offer- 
ed by Mnnager Wattellet of the Royal 
Athletic Park to John D. Marsh, one 
of the world's best professional run- 
ners. 

The great Winnipeg runner will meet 
Alex. Rowan, of Nanaimo at the Royal 
Athletic Pork on the evening of Tues- 
day, August 10th and the race will be 
called at G:30 o'clock; this will give 
the runners ample time to complete 
their journey while it is still daylight. 

Manager Wattellet was considering 
having the race start a little later in 
the evening and have arc lights Install- 
ed at the popular athletic park, but 
the runners prefer to hit off their laps 
in broad daylight as it. makes It easier 
for their feet. 

Marsh Is a wonderful runner and the 
way he reels orf the miles is nothing 
short of marvellous; he will furnish a 
26 mile race "as strong and frosh as a 
five mile run. and never does ho show 
any signs of distress while competing 
in a race of long duration. His per- 
formance at Tacoma on July 5th was 
a credit to him and the time he made 
in this race is what lias Induced Con 
Jones, the Vancouver promoter, to 
stage a Marsh-Shrubb match in the 
Terminal City on the Saturday follow- 
ing the Victoria race. Alex. Rowan 
hails from Nanaimo where he is a 
staunch favorite and a large nvunber 
of Coal City fans will make the trip 
to this city to see this pair go over 
the fifteen-mile course Rowan came 
into prominence first on May 25th 
when he finished second to Billy 
Chandler in the Empire Day Marathon. 
Rowan made It hot for tti% Vancouver 
star for over fifteen miles, and forced 
Art Burn, the famous Calgary runner 
to collapse in the 18th mile of the 
Vancouver affair. The Nanaimo man's 
next great performance was on the 
19th of June when ho ran the entire 
distance from Cumberland to Nanaimo 
over rough roads, a distance of seven- 
ty-five miles. 

Rowan's performance in the Tacoma 
event was good considering that it 
was his debut in professional circles. 
In this race he held on to Marsh for 
14 miles, but before the final mile 
Marsh had a lap on him which ho was 
unable to reclaim. As it was, the Na- 
naimo runner defeated a field o£ ten 
other marathoners with reputations. 
Marsh will be in the city the beginning 
of next week and will start training 
ut once. It will not take, the Winnl- 
pegger long to get Into shape as ho 
has been competing in races right 
ulong and a few days' hard work will 
get him back into tip-top condition. 

Rowan is already training in the Coal 
City and last night was out for a dis- 
tance of eleven miles at Nanaimo; the 
British Columbia runner will be In Vic- 
toria In a few days, however, to com- 
plete his training, as we wishes to be in 
the pink of condition for this race, as 
it will mean a whole lot to his career 
if he can take the measure of the Eas- 
terner. Judging from the time made 
by him in recent workouts, he will 
make Marsh hurry all the way and 
when the starter's gun is fired there is 
bound to be seen one of the greatest 
■foot races ever witnessed in Victoria.

of the ship was now one mass of dense 
smoke. We endeavored to get at the 
seat of the fire. Foolishly I went down 
the hatch and nearly lost my life. I 
was blind for seven days after. With 
eyeballs swollen, it became impossible 
to close my eyj/s, nnd everything ap- 
peared . like a very dense fog. How- 
ever, we wore unable to get at the scat 
of the fire, as every aperture was bat- 
tened down. To. try and smother it, 
holes were made In 'the deck to admit, 
water. Boats were got out and we had 
no sooner got one swung than a heavy 1 
sea took it out pf the davits. The next 
one was badly bilged and had to be 
patched up. It was impossible to put 
any provisions in the boat, as the stores 
were below deck and on tire. Very lit- 
tle provision was kept anywhere but 
down below. On May 30, at 4 p. m. 
the crew again made an attempt to get 
below. This being successful, the fire 
appeared to be concentrated about the 
sail locker. In the course of about 
three hours tho fire was completely out, 
but not before It had totally destroyed 
all our stores except our flour, which 
was stowed in the tank. Sails, rope and 
quite a lot of the ship's equipment 
were burned, wbilo tons of water were 
poured down, which naturally has dam- 
aged a large quantity of cargo. 

"After estimating tho damage, I de- 
cided to head the ship for Valparaiso, 
as all the stores were gone. I lost ab- 
solutely everything, with the exception 
of a sleeping suit I had on. Cabins 
were gutted and everything in the 
after end was completely destroyed. 
The officers and myself have been 
camped out in the apprentices' house, 
whore we managed to exist and grow 
fat on wheat. 

"However, this took place 3,000 miles 
from Valparaiso, a nice 'little pull in an 
open boat, loaded down to tho marks 
with thirty men, a few sacks of wheat 
and half a dozen casks of water. Thank 
heaven. It did not come to that. 
Much Heavy Weathor. 

"But this did not end our troubles. 
On the 1 1 tli. 12th and 13th of June we 
had a terrific gale, one of the very 
worst thut I ever experienced. It start- 
ed at west and finished at south, and 
during the greater part of thut time 
you could not look it In the face. On 
the third day the sea had risen to an 
enormous height and had already start- 
ed to play tricks around the deck. 

"The ship now commenced to take 
the seas over the poop. During all this 
time It had been necessary to have two 
hands lashed to the wheel, otherwise 
their reign would have been of short 
duration. About 10 a. m., Sunday. June 
13, she. shipped a terrific sea over the 
poop, broke the lashings of the two men 
who were steering, washed the mate off 
the poop and he picked himself up half 
way along the main deck, up to his 
neck In water. He said that ho really 
thought he was overboard. The two 
men also found themselves on the main 
deck. They then refused to steer the 
ship at all. so I was compelled to heave 
her to and ride It out. 

"I immediately took In the foresail and 
fore lower topsail, goose-winged the 
main lower topsail and let her lay to

kindly responded to my signals. How- 
ever "he could not assist mo in any way 
and the man succumbed shortly after. 

On May 9 I crossed the equator, forty- 
nine, davs out of Tacoma. It Is terrible 
to think of It. When on the last voy- 
age from Portland, I was only fifty- 
two days to the Horn. Wind, currents 
and all seemed to "jo contrary, and with, 
the ship extremely foul, everything 
seemed to bo against me. All went slow 
and well until May 22, when one of the 
apprentices fell from aloft and broke 
both Ids wrists. , 

"On May 25. when running before a 
heavy gale of wind, she shipped a heavy 
sea, washing the man away from tho 
wheel and carrying away the steering 
gear. AVe were all night getting that 
back into shape agaln£ 

The announced intention of making 
the New York-to-Seattle race an annual 
affair is causing something of a stir 
among tire manufacturers, in view of 
the severity of tho test It imposes upon 
their product. H. S. Firestone believes 
that the industry needs at least one 
annual event of this character which 
will be a severe enough strain on the 
tires to show them up, one make against 
another, and which will at the same 
time penalize nil entrants for time lost 
through their ime of weak or mediocre 
equipment. 



How the British bark Inverness-shlre 
battled with constant Ill-luck, ranging 
from death aboard ship to fire which 
destroyed the stores and to heavy gales 
threatening to send her to an unknown 
grave, is told in a letter from Capt. E. 
ti. Tindall. The master, in writing to 
the marine editor of the .Seattle Post- 
Intel II gence.r, from Valparaiso, Juno 2S, 
recites thrlllingly his harrowing experi- 
ences during the three months he had 
been at sea from Puget Sound. 

After tho crew bad extinguished a 
fire, that almost drove them to the open 
brtats, in which they would have had to Companj 
make 3.000 miles, subsisting only on 
wheat, they faced the worst weather 
Capt. Tindall ever saw. Until they 
reached Valparaiso, June 28, master and 
crow had to exist on wheat which waH 
taken from the cargo, as all other pro- 
visions were destroyed. The Inverness- 
shlre was bound for the United King- 
dom, having been the last ship of the 
winter's grain fleet from here. Capt. 
Tindall has a wide acquaintance on Pu- 
get bound. 

On tho day he wrote, Capt, Tindall ar- 
rived at the Chilean port, ninety-five 
days from Tacoma. He states that 
after his experiences, facing death many 
times during the previous three months, 
he will be glad to give up the sea and 
return to Puget sound to sottle down 
on a ranch. Previous brief dispatches 
have been received regarding the ship's 
troubles, but this is the first story in 
detail of the passage. Capt. Tindall 
writes: 

"The ship took tire in latitude 35.6(1 
south, longtitude 139 west, at 2:3(1 a. m., 
May 29. I was awakened by a choking 
sensation and found my room full of 
smoke. On getting up to my house, I 
found all tho cabin full of the smoke 
and not a sign could be seen on deck, 
as wo were just getting Into r oad 
weather, and everything was battened 
down. 

After End Was Afire 

"I immediately brought the ship to 
the wind. It was blowing fresh at the 
time. Sail was reduced. The after end

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KINGSWAY ARRIVES 
FROM OLD COUNTRY 



Pacific Coast Fisheries Com- 
pany Gets Vessel From 
England 



.Looking spick and spun aftor her 
long trip of 15,000 miles, the trawler 
Kingsway arrived In Vancouver £rom 
Kngland with Captain Wilbur Johnson 
In command. The vessel is In splendid 
condition, despite her long voyage, and 
is ready to go into commission right 
away. Not an accident or breakdown 
occurred, although bad weather was 
met, and the little steamer made only 
four calls for the purpose of coaling. 
So tine was her coal consumption 
ligurcd that she had only 1100 pounds of 
coal left when she dropped anchor In 
the stream last night at 7:30 o'clock. 

The Kingsway is the property of the 
Pacilic Coast Fisheries company, 
which purchased her at Fleetwood, 
and the steamer will be used for 
trawling. The . headquarters of the 
company at Pacoil, on Selwyn Inlet, 
and as soon as the Kingsway has come 
off the ways, where her hull will be 
painted, she will leave for the fishing 
station, and the success of the trawling 
methods will be watched with Interest. 

She is a steel built craft of 1)8 tons, 
with a length of 120 feet, and beam of 
22 feet. She was built as recently as 
THOU at Lytham, Lancashire, and is a 
splendid specimen of Old Country ship- 
building. She is a very powerfully- 
constructed vessel, and her engines are 
of more than ordinary power lor a 
craft of this size, having originally 
been In a Chilian gunboat which was 
wrecked a month after launching. She 
cost' the fishing company S33.000, and 
the expenses of bringing her out were 
57,000. . 

The little steamer received a splendid 
sendoff when she left Fleetwood on 
April 22, and she Immediately received 
her"baptism of deep-sea voyaging, for 
she ran into regular Bay of Biscay 



weather, and was pounded and battered 
on • the- run down to- St. Vincent,-, her- 
first coaling stop.

No. one who 
knows the energy and enterprise of the 
American people can imagine that this 
development has yet reached Its high- 
est point. It may be delayed by finan- 
cial crises, by strikes, or other causes, 
but it can never be arrested altogether. 
To this development .the tide of .emi- 
gration to America Ib an important 
contributor, and any dllilcultiea thrown 
in the way of immigrants would be a 
retarding factor; and it Is difficult to 
conceive of the practical and clear- 
headed Americans lending themselves 
to such a policy. It would be just as 
easy to conceive them raising barriers 
against the manufacture and importa- 
tion of labor-saving machines. The 
growth of the population postulates an 
increased demand for all commodities, 
and a consequent increase In capital 
wealth. Thence It follows that the 
number of Americans making trips to 
Europe will be augmented, for it is 
safe to prophesy that the Old World 
nan never lose its attraction for the 
dwellers In the New. 

Transatlantic Outlook. 

"With regard to the outlook for 
transatlantic shipping, it may generally 
be described as favorable, and those 
who take a pessimistic view of the 
situation have no real foundation for 
their fears. Financial crises such as 
occurred last year would, of course, 
have an unfavorable effect, but these 
are contingencies with which every 
shipping undertaking has to reckon. It 
Is not to bu denied that the keen com- 
petition of shipping companies has 
created a situation which in critical 
times bears heavily on all llrms. This 
competition displays Itself in the In- 
creased luxury and comfort accorded 
to passengers, added to which are the 
Increases in wages and the cost of 
equipment etc., and unfortunately tho 
cabin anil steerage fares do not keep 
pace with this expenditure. Tlie in- 
crease In tonnage, also, of both passen- 
ger and cargo boats, adds to the dlfll- 
culties which have to bo faced by 
steamship companies, and there Is rea- 
son to expect that all undertakings will 
show a tendency to restrict expendi- 
ture in the direction of new ships of 
huge tonnage. It would be well if some 
common agreement could be reached 
on this head, but that Is a very dliil- 
cult matter to arrange. 

"There Is evry indication that this 
year the American season for travel- 
ling will be a prolonged one, and that 
the total returns will equal those of 
earlier and more prosperous years, 
even If they do not surpass them. So 
far the returns of emigration from 
America are comparatively low; a 
good sign, as showing that the period of 
stagnation In industry and consequent 
unemployment Is drawing to a close. 
With regard to cabin passenger traflic, 
the outlook Is favorable. A great num- 
ber of Americans have foregone their 
customary voyage to Europe partly on 
account of the financial crisis and 
partly owing to the question of tariff 
revision; but next ycir these may he 
expected In greater force than ever, 
with the result that tho year 1910 may 
prove a record for all shipping com- 
panies. 

"At the present moment, owing to 
the American exodus having commenc- 
ed earlier this year, the passenger lists 
of steamers sailing to the United States 
are well filled, and from the middle of 
August to the end of October the 'high 
season,' as it is termed, very few cab- 
Ins have been left unbooked. The 
steerage passenger department also 
gives promise of activit y, and given an 
absence of strikes' uuicl other labor 
troubles In the United States, tho 
emigration figures for next spring 
should be such as substantially to in- 
crease steamship dividends."

Council Will Hold Special 
Session to Consider Matters of 
Menace to Morality. 



The unpalatable and hitherto life 
known fact that here in Victoria a 
considerable number of voting white 
girls, several of them " high school 
students themselves, ' whose ages 
range from sixteen to twenty-one, 
make It a business to visit Chinese 
men in their business establishments 
and their living rooms, to teach Kng- 
lloh and allied subjects, Is to be given 
Immediate attention by the ladies' so- 
cieties Interested in progressive work 
for the protection of the sex and its 
moral, as well as material interests. 
The majority of the oilicers of tho local 
Woman's Council had no intimation 
of this dangerous element of China- 
town's educational methods until the 
disclosure of the system appeared in 
tlie Evening Post a week or so ago, 
and tho statements were promptly 
conflrmod by the city detective de- 
partment. It Is now contemplated 
that the entire matter shall be pre- 
sented for consideration at a special 
meeting of the Local Council of Wo- 
men, to be convened for the purpose, 
there being no regular meeting until 
mid-September, when it is expected 
that the city authorities will be peti- 
tioned to adopt similar protective 
measures to those approved by the 
Vancouver authorities. 

The startling statement that up- 
wards of twenty white women are 
held In slavery to Chinese of the 
quarter, and sunk in the very dregs-

Buffo n Reaches Puget Sound

Further advices received regal-ding 
the wreck of the Norwegian bark 
Erroll ut Middle ton island In the South 
Pacific on June IS, and the rescue of 
survivors by the Sydney steamer To- 
fua state that the captain's wife shout- 
ing that she believed that death was 
better than falling into the hands of 
cannibals, hurled her children over- 
board from the wreck. Seventeen 
were drowned or died of starvation, 
including the captain, his wife anil 
four children, and first and second of- 
ficers. The surviving crew suffered, 
terrible privations, the only food ob- 
tainable being shellfish, and all they 
had to drink was rain water. 

Reinsurance has been placed on 
several sailing vessels believed to be 
In the neighborhood of Cape Horn 
owing to bad weather reported fron 
that vicinity of late. The C 
barque Auldgirth, which left 
on March 18 for Queenstown, has ar- 
rived and reported having encounter- 
ed a hurricane on the voyage. On 
April 33 she narrowly escaped found- 
ering, having been struuck by a suc- 
cession of heavy seas, which swept 
everything movable from the deck. 
The helmsman was swept overboard, 
and drowned. 

One of the overdue, whose protract- 
ed voyage has been causing anxiety at 
Lloyds, so much so that she was rein- 
sured at ten per cent., the French 
barque Buffon, has reached Seattle. 
The Buffon brought news that a four- 
masted barque was in danger on Mon- 
day off the Umatilla reef lightship. 
The Buffon was 108 days from 
Newcastle, X. S. YV„ and reports

The heavy travel Is being continued 
on the Victoria-Seattle-Vancouver 
route and in consequence the three 
funnel liners have not had their cus- 
tomary lay over this week. The 
steamer Princess May was not con- 
sidered adequate to handle the travel. 
During this week the Princess Victoria 
was even found Inadequate, more 
passengers offering after allowance of 
1,000 had gone on board. It Is expect- 
ed that the rush will continue for two 
months, probably longer. 

Owing to the increased travel ar- 
rangements are being made at Seattle 
for increased customs inspectors and 
dutiable articles will hereafter be ap- 
praised and duty Collected at the pier 
on arrival of the steamers from Vlc- 
toria. 

Duty is now being assessed at Seat- 
tle on curios and other wares bougnt 
in Victoria of the value of more than 
one dollar. The customs authorities 
have placed an extra staff of Inspec- 
tors In service at Scuttle to examine 
the baggage of the throngs now trav- 
elling. A circular has been Issued by 
Collector of Customs Harper, which 
has been posted on the three-funnel 
liners, In this regard. He says: 

"This oflice is in receipt of advices 
from the secretary of the treasury that 
it is the opinion of the department 
that excursionists or persons who visit 
Canada and remain but a short time 
und bring back with them dutlablo 
articles are not entitled to the priv- 
ileges extended by paragraph 697 of 
the tariff act of July 24, 1897, allow- 
ing free entry In certain cases of goods 
of not more than $100 in value obtain- 
ed abroad by returning residents of 
the United States. 

"In accordance with the depart- 
ment's Instructions, you will . direct 
your officers to assess, duty in future, 
except as mentioned below on all duti- 
able articles brought over from Cana- 
da by excursionists, or which they 
have reason to believe the importer 
purposely visited Canada to purchase. 

"Curios and suvenirs in the pos- 
session of the excursionists such as 
are usually purchased abroad by tour- 
ists may be passed by the examining 
inspector where the duty does not ex- 
ceed $1 in any case; all other dutiable 
articles in the possession of persons 
arriving from Canada should, be held 
for entry and collections of duty, when 
the importer, If dissatisfied, may ap- 
peal in the usual manner."

conference on Imperial defence, has 
given expression to a Renter's -repre- 
sentative of the following views: 
"Certain statements have been pub- 
lished as to Canada's naval pro- 
gramme, statements which we have 
had to deny. Our object is to discuss 
with the Imperial authorities and 
those of tlie Oversea dominions this 
question of vital importance, We all 
expect good results from these dis- 
cussions, and that, as an outcome, 
some well-defined and carefully-con- 
sidered plan will be devised, whereby 
the many parts of the empire shall 
each do Its own share In assuring tho 
security of the empire. Canada will 
not be behind In doing her share of 
the work." 

Regarding Australian and New Zea- 
land Ideas for the defence conference 
tho Sydney Morning BVerald says: 
"The New Zealand Idea is to Increase 
the naval subsidy to an amount far 



greater than any that has so far been 
mentioned; but there i s a feeling 
against this in many federal quarters 
here. The idea largely entertained 
among Commonwealth legislators is 
that however high the subsidy was 
placed it would be a 'drop in tht 
bucket' in comparison with tho old. 
country's heroic expenditure on naval 
defence. Hut, further than that, the 
idea expressed by a large section of 
federal legislators that the mere 
banding' over of a cheque annually 
w.ould not In any way tend to accom- 
plishing one of the two big collateral 
desiderata the legislators have In view 
— the fostering of a sentiment that 
will eventually make young Austral- 
ians a happy hunting ground In the 
matter of naval recruits. In other 
words, it is claimed that the best re- 
sults will be gained If something im- 
mediately material Can be shown for 
the expenditure of Australian money 
In regard to naval defence. 

"Whilst the Dreadnought offer will 
ho discussed by the conference, it has 
been made In such a way that instead 
of a single battleship its equivalent In 
cruisers or anything else can be given, 
as may be deemed best by the con- 
ference. Tho main question is a per- 
manent and continuous participation" 
in the naval defence of the Empire by 
the colonies. In those circumstances 
the question of the larger colonies 
providing warships at regular Inter- 
vals for the Imperial navy, and the 
regular supply of a quota of men, will 
In all probability be brought forward 
for discussion, 

"But there Is another Idea' which Is 
being given Increasing prominence In 
federal quarters, one which it carried 
Into effect would render even more 
distinctive the colonial expenditure 



and the colonial participation in the 
empire's defence. It is that the. col- . 
onles should combine to supply an in- . 
creaslngly powerful cruiser squadron, 
to which might be handed over tho 
policing of the outposts of the King's ; 
dominions. Such a squadron, though J 
contributed to by lands In the four i 
corners of the globe, would be a 
homogeneous machine, under single di- ] 
rection, and available for duty when- 
ever necessity demanded. Its exist- ' 
ence would mean that tho imnerial- 
navy as we now know It need not be 
disposed so widely, but Its strength 
could be more concentrated, and It 
could be given over very largely to . 
the purpose of preparing for that vital 
moment when only the Immediate 
launching of the whole of Its force 
ngainst an enemy will bo tho thing 
that will count. This is a proposition 
that may bo laid before the confer- . 
once. 

"Another proposal that has met. 
with acceptance in federal circles, and < 
one which also contemplates an ex- j 
pendituro within sight of Australians 
themselves, Is for Canada, South | 
Africa, and Australia each to con- J 
struct a dry dock capable of accom- 
modating a Dreadnought. Mere bot- j 
toms at seu, of course, do not rep- I 
resent the strength of any navy, and 
In the case of such a wide-flung em- j 
pire as ours handy docking facilities 
are especially Important. This la a ; 
matter that will probably be discuss- 
ed by the conference, and apart alto- 
gether from the wider proposal which 
contemplates docks In Canada and ) 
South Africa, It Is probable that lm- 
proved docking facilities In Australia' 1 
— docks that will accommodate a 
Dreadnought — may also receive atten- 
tion."

Stocks Long Dormant Were 
Affected by Various 
Rumors - 



New York, July 29. — The usually 
active speculative stocks fell into ne- 
glect today but a diversion of interest 
to the less prominent quarters of tho 
list rectified the dull appearances of the 
market and supplied points of strength 
that gave the tone to the whole. 

The news from Washington up to 
the time the market closed was regard- 
ed as offering ominous possibilities of 
a deadlock in the final stages of tho 
tariff settlement which might nega- 
tive the results of nil the labor of re- 
cent months and leave the business of 
the country in a state of renewed un- 
certainty over the future. This fear, 
however, was proved to be unwarrant- 
ed by later events. The efforts of such 
an outcome would be prejudicial to 
the stock market from a speculative 
standpoint and the question thus pre- 
sented made operators disinclined to 
commit themselves. 

The disorders in Spain and tho 
threatened aspect of political affairs 
there were disturbing influences 
abroad but had very little Influenco 
here. JThe Spanish news was a factor 
in weakening Rio Tinto copper mining 
shares, but Amalgamated Copper did 
not show tho usual sympathy with 
the movement and made a good show 
of strength and stocks of railroads in 
southern territory were amongst tho 
principal features of strength in the 
market. 

These included a particular move- 
ment in the Gould group and also in 
L. ft N., Atlantic Coast line and In a 
less degreo Southern railway. Tho 
grangers on the other hand, were ne- 
glected and this added to the most 
immovable course of Union Pacific and 
U. S. Steel compared with their re- 
cent aggressive leadership, was largely 
responsible for the lethargic appear- 
ance of the market.
